Martin, was read, as also the reports of 
the Industrial, Charitable, Hospital and 
Social committees were heard and an 
account ot tho work of the Flower Mis- 
sion was very pleasantly given by the 
chairman, Mrs. Brewer. 

The Hospital Committee have expend- 
ed $800 for a free bed in tho Cottage 
Hospital and $:V7 for repairs and furnish- 
ings for the dining room, which they 
furnished when the Hospital was opened, 
and keep well supplied each year. 

The Industrial Committee made a grand 
and successful endeavor to do away with 
the labor and worry of a fair and other 
similar enterprises, by soliciting two 
dollars from each member, and when 
the measure is fully understood, it is 
hoped monoy enough may be raised at 
other times in tuis way, to moot all emer- 
gencies, at a vast saving of time and 
atrencth. 

Owing to tho efficient work of the As- 
sociated Charities there have boen fewer 
calls upon the Charitable Committee than 
usual, thoueh some money and more 
clothing has been distributed to advan- 
tage. The usual contribution of $20 will 
be sent to the Country Week Mission. 

The past season of the Guild has re- 
corded so many deaths, that it lias caused 
great sadness among the members, since 
of their number some of tho earliest and 
most valued have gone. Mrs. Blanchard, 
Mrs. Grant, Mrs. Allot), Mrs. Parker and 
Mrs. Dickinson. Owing to these losses 
the social entertainments have been very 
few, comprising only the oponing recep- 
tion at Mrs. W. F. Kimball’s, and after- 
noon te? to our own members and repre- 
sentatives of Massachusetts clubs at the 
close of an account of the World’s Fair. 

Only one public entertainment, that of 
Mrs. Tobey’s Kitchen-gardening illus- 
trated by living pictures. Tho Guild is 
much interested in the work for the 
Navajo Indians, and the committee of 
young ladies devoted specially to that, 
report the purchase and shipment of a 
sewing machine askod for by Mrs. El- 
dredge for tho Navajo women in New 
Mexico. 

Tho treasurer, Mrs. Geo. Cook, reports 
the financial position as excellent, which 
is very gratifying in view of anticipated 
work for the coming year. 

Mrs. Chandler Holmes and Mrs. R. A. 
White represented the Guild at tho 
Chicago Convention of Federated Clubs, 
and at a meeting early in June, for which 
the musical committee will prepare a 
pleasing program, Mtb. nolmes’ report 
will be given. 

A backward glance over the intellectu- 
al entertainments for the season, shows 
greater reliance than usual upon home 
talent, and is a matter for congratula- 
tion as expressing the individual ability 
and self reliance of the Club. 

Miss Jeannette Grant gavo a delightful 
paper early in the season, when a storm 
prevented many from attending, and so 
kindly consented to repeat it later on, 
when she spoke to a full house on “Out- 
tings in Edinburgh,” and her listetieis 
walked with her through the ancient 
streets of the city, peered into the closes, 
climbed to Arthur’s seat, went to Lin- 
lithgow, Ilolyrood and Tantallon, while 
the singing of Scotch ballads by Mrs. S.

NEW BOOKS. 

“Dnkesborougli Tales, The Chronicles 
of Mr. Bill Williams,” is the latest 
volume in Appletons’ Town and Country 
Library. Colonel Richard Maloom John- 
ston, the author, gives as faithful pictures 
of Southern ruril life as Miss Wilkns 
does of New England, and his Bill Wil- 
liams is called one of the most character- 
istic products of southern literature. 
Tho author has seleclod from “Dukes- 
borough Tales,” six stories which 
describe the remarkable career of tho 
hero, the stories forming one continuous 
whole. The stories abound in humorous 
touoheB, are full of local color, and fur- 
nish delightful summer reading. The 
main incidents are founded on the 
author’s recollection ot Powolton, a 
small village in llancock county, Georgia, 
near which he was born, and the Goose- 
notid school, the “flurreting” of Mr. Bill 
Williams, and his descriptions of his ex- 
pel iences with Mr. Lively, and the ac- 
count of the duol with Col. Grice, are 
among the most entertaiuing things in 
modern literature. 

THE KANSAS CONFLICT. 

is the tittle of a rather remarkable book 
by Chas. Robinson, late governor of 
Kansas, and published by Harper A 
Brothers. It is in tho na'ure of an au- 
tobiography, and tho writer evidently 
has a sufficiently good opinion ot him- 
self, which he takes no pains to conceal 
throughout the book. His own import- 
ance is so {great, that he is unable to see 
any merit in other men whose names are 
more familiar to the public, such as 
John Brown, whom ho styles “murderer 
aud coward,” or Secretary S' an ton, or 
any others who happened to differ with 
him in his view’s of Kansas. Mr. Robin- 
son was once a power in Kansas affairs 
and according to his owu account tho 
stato could not havo existed without him 
in the years from 1855 to 1803. Tho 
book is dedicated to Eli Thayer, and it 
somewhat resembles the remarkable 
volume written by that gentleman some 
years ago. Mr. Robinson has written so 
much, iu the papers and elsewhere, and 
his statements have been so inconsistent 
and contradictory, that he has lost the 
respect that was due him, and if his 
book was written to recover the lost 
ground, it will probably fail of its pur- 
pose. It presents the case as Mr. llobiu- 
son saw it, and in his mind his view of 
events is the only view that any honest 
mau could possibly take, and much of 
tho book is devoted to the effort to prove 
this to be the case. He is lint a judicious 
writer, and a good deal of tire book le- 
sembles the extreme partisan editorials 
in the daily papers, which seem so re- 
diculous the next d »y after they appear.

MR. BEECHfctt’o FIRST SERMON. I 

Ills Widow Boerrlbo* the Groat Breach 
cr’e First Brooklyn Sermon. 

Mrs. Hfitiry Ward Berchor Riven an in 
terenting account of tho find, sermon 
preached by Mr. Beecher in Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, in her fifth paper on 
“Mr. Beeciter as I Knew Him" in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. A perfect flood 
of warning* and criticisms came to him 
lieforo his Amt, serin on. Doubtless all 
these warnings determined Mr. Beecbei 
more than aught else that tho people of 
his new church should fully understand 
before* he was installed what course he 
was likely to pursue. He told ine that 
if Plymouth church decided to install 
him, it would do so with its eyes wide 
open. It was upon the evening of Sun- 
day, Oct. 10, 1847. He sat quietly on 
the pulpit while the choir was singing. 
His eyes scanned the concourse of peo- 
ple before him, but it was tho look of 
confidence that I saw. 

Knowing as I did something of what 
ho intended to say, 1 could not but 
think, “Will these people accept the 
bold course ho has marked out for his 
work from one so young looking?” For 
his ten yearn of labor at the west had 
not rubbed tho youth from Ins face. I 
noticed the almost contemptuous looks 
of the strangers present as they watched 
his face. As lie rose to read the Scrip- 
tures a deathlike silence pervaded the 
great church. But not a tremor was 
visible in tho voice that spoke. With 
^’uit mellow voice which the Brooklyn 
* ublic learned so well to know ho read 
the lesson of the evening as if lie were be- 
fore his Lawrenceburg audience. Then 
as he uttered the first low sentence of 
his prayer, as his heart rose heavenward, 
the effect of the preacher became visible 
on his congregation, and ho brought his 
hearers close to the mercy seat. AH was 
changed. An almost breathless solemni 
ty pervaded the church, and tears were 
on many faces. 

The youthful look vanished and did 
not return, as in his sermon he plainly 
and with great solemnity showed hie 
hearers the course duty called him to 
pursue. As lie said of these remarks 
years after: “1 lifted np the banner ami 
blew the trumpet in the application of 
Christianity to intemperance, to slavery 
and all other great national sins. I said 
to those present, ‘If I remain here and 
you come to this church it must at the 
commencement be distinctly understood 
that I wear no fetters, that I will be 
bound by no precedent, and that I will 
preach the Gospel tvs I apprehend it. 
whether men will hear or whether they 
will forbear, and I will apply it sharply 
and strongly to the overthrow of every 
evil and to the upbuilding of all that is 
good.’ ” 

After the close of the sermon many 
came to counsel Mr. Beecher. They 
were actuated by kindness to him and 
anxiety for the church. Such bold, plain 
speaking they did not understand. They 
had never l>een used to it. It would 
overthrow this young church. 

“Don’t ally yourself to unpopular men 
or unpopular causes,” they told him. 
“There is no call for it. You will only in 
jure yourself and break up this church.” 

After preaching a month in Plymouth 
church he wus installed as pastor on 
Nov. 11, 1847.

THE COUNCILLORSHIP. 

The mention of the name of Mr. J. R. 
ILeeson for the next councillor from this 
■district has beou recoivod with [great 
favor, both in Newton and elsewhere, as 
it is felt that just such men are needod 
dn the couacll, if that body is to com- 
33 &nd popular respect. It was originally 
intended that the councillors should bo 
-men titted to advise the governor, and do 
something more than merely to confirm 
or reject his appointments. But this 
liave been lost sight of in late yoars, and 
the office has gone to politicians anxious 
for tho honor, or to men whom their 
party wished to reward without too 
great co£t to itself. For this reason the 
council has come to be regarded very 
■much as the fifth wheel to a coach, and 
its abolition has been advocated. 

If the council is to remaiu, it should 
be restored to its old position of honor, 
aud men chosen whose good judgment 
and ability to give advioe are universally 
recognized. Among tho great merchants 
ot Bostou, there is no one who stands 
higher thau Mr. J. R. Leeson, or whoso 
advice is more frequently sought onfall 
important nutters. It would be dif- 
ficult to naino au important committee 
of the Boston Merchants’ Association, or 
of the Homo Market Club, or on any of 
the matters vitally affecting the mer- 
chants of Boston, on which Mr. Leesou 
lias not served, and all this shows his 
eminent fitness for the position of coun- 
cillor. 

As a citizen of Newton, Mr. Leeson 
has been foremost in every good cause, 
and his munificent gifts to the Cottage 
Hospital and the Newton Centre play- 
ground. will be readily recalled, while 
be has always responded to every de- 
mand made upou his purse or his time. 
To such a public-spirited citizen Newton 
owes a great deal, and the mention of 
bis name for this office has especially 
pleased Newton people. 

Those who know Mr. Leeson will not 
meed to be told that he is not an office 
■seeker, and that he never would ask any 
•man for his support. But in this case 
bis friends have taken the matter in 
baud, and have persuaded him to simply 
allow the use of his name, aud they 
will attend to the rest. 

In presenting his name to tho conven- 
tion, Nowton would honor itself even 
more than it honored Mr. Leesou, as it 
would show that in Newton character 
aud ability count for something, and that 
we still have some regard for the old- 
fashioned notion that the office ought to 
tseek the man best qualified to fill it. 

The business like way in wbicb hear- 
ing before the hoard of alderman are 
conducted, is a subject of general com- 
ment and Mayor Hibbard has a very 
summary way of keeping the speakers to 
the question under discussion, which 
•enables the board to get through its 
business and adjourn at a reasonable 
ihour. Under some former Mayors, the 
opposite practice was pursued, and any 
bearing of importance was apt to spin 
out until long after midnight, more to 
r.he gratification of the speakers than to 
iJiat of the aldermen, the reporters, or 
those who were waiting their turn to be 
heard. Under tho present regulations, 
chose who wish to be heaid should get 
vip their case with some care beforehand, 
dud out the facts and arguments that aie 
ot impoitanco to briug to the attention 
of the board, and in fact to pursue a 
lousiness like course, such as they would 
t.hiuk should be done at a beating in 
which they have no interest but which 
must begot through with before their 
ease cau come up. A hi ief plain state- 
ment of facts aud arguments has more 
•effect upon the board of aldermen, tbau 
.any long winded orations, or confused 
cstatomeut of matters having but little 
bearing uu the case. If the end sought 
s to intlueuce the action of the board, 
Mayor Hibbard’s course will be conceded 
To be the most judicious one, as the 
aldermen are not left hopelessly confused 
by several hours of talk, in which the 
wheat aud the chaff are inextricably 
mixed up. A case can he staled in five 
minutes, oftentimes, much more forcibly 
tbau if it is spread out in a speech of au 
.hour’s length. 

The Board of Alderineu give a uumner 
«?f hearings next Monday evening, some 
of which promise to be rather protract- 
ed. The storage battery hearing will 
probably call out a great number from 
Newton Highlands, aud further evidence 
will be presented of; the success of storage 
batteries. The proposed widening of 
Deacon street from the reservoir to New-

ton Centre has also aroused a good deal 
of interest and will probably call out a 
crowd from Newton Centro in favor and 
from Chestnut Hill in opposition, aud tho 
widoniug of South street is also proposed. 
The session promises to bo rather pro- 
tracted, [as the petitioners and remon- 
strants who only visit City Hall once a 
year are always willing to make a night 
of it, while the Mayor aud aldermen, 
who have to go through tho same routine 
every week, are not so enthusiastic. 

There seems to be an epidemio of 
street widening schemes, all of more or 
less merit, but this does not distract at- 
tention from the one of chief importance, 
the wideniug of Washington street. That 
is conceded to be an absolute necessity, 
and the sooner it is done, the better for 
the interests of the city. The street new 
is unsafe for driving, aud is not a credit 1 
to the city. The proposed elevation oj i 
the railroad tracks furnishes a splendid I 
opportunity for the work, and it can bo 
done now under especially favorable 
circumstances. The report of the City 
Engineer of the probable cost of tb 0 
hundred feet widening, and also of a 
widening to 75 feet will be looked for 
with interest, but, all the same, nothing 
short of one hundred feet should be ac- 
cepted. 

There is a good deal of opposition to 
the elevation of the railroad tracks 
through Newton, nml many people dis- 
like it more, tho more they think of it. 
Residents near the tracks say the noise 
and dust will be unbearable, while tho 
high embankment will shut oiT all air in 
summer, and form a complete division 
between the two sides of the city. They 
say that the only objection to lowering 
tbe tracks, which would do away with 
allfthcse objections, is the tear of a snow 
blockade iu winter, and we do uot have a 
snow storm once iu a half dozen years of 
sufficient depth to cause any trouble. 
A petition is iu circulation for another 
beariug on the question. 

Wednesday and Thursday were tho 
hottest days at this seasou of the year 
since 1870. and the rain this morning was 
a welcome change to sweltering hu- 
manity.

Civilization uni! Wilderness. 

Upon the 1,500 miles of tho shore of 
Lake Superior thero are living now less 
tlmn 150,000 persons, and these are 
mainly iu bustling cities like Duluth, 
Superior and Marquette, in industrial 
colonies like Calumet and Red Jacket, 
or in struggling little ports like Fort 
William and Port Arthur. Even thero 
the wilderness and primeval conditions 
aro face to face with the robust civiliza- 
tion which is shouldering its way as cap- 
ital is accustomed to do rather than as 
natural growth usually asserts itself. 
Not thnt it is not a wholly natural growth 
which we find at nil points on the lake 
shore, for it is all in response to the inex- 
orable laws of supply and demand. Yet 
the communities there have sprung into 
being far op;s t from well settled l egions 
in answer to these laws. 

Thus it happens that today one may 
ride in an electric street car to the start- 
ing point for a short walk to a trout 
stream, or one may tako the steam rail- 
road and in an hour alight at a forest 
station, breakfasting there, but enjoy- 
ing for luncheon a cut of the deer or a 
dish of the trout or the partridge which 
lie has killed for tho purpose. It is, so 
to say, a region wherein the wholesale 
fisherman with his steamboat disturbs 
the red man who is spearing a fish for 
supper, where tho wolf blinks in tho 
glaro of tbe electric lamp, and where tbo 
patent stum]) puller and the beaver work 
sido by side. — Julian Ralph in Harper’s. 


The Moqui Indian*. 

A hundred miles north of the Petrified 
forest and well into the edge of tho Ari- 
zona desert aro the seven strange and 
seldom visited Pueblo cities of Moqui. 
They all have wildly unpronounceable 
names, liko Hualpi, A-lma-tu and Mish- 
ongop-avi, and all are built on tho sum- 
mits of almost inaccessible mesas — 
islands of solid rock, whose generally 
perpendicular cliff walls rise high from 
the surrounding plain. They aro very 
remarkable towns in appearance, set 
upon dizzy sites, with quaint terraced 
houses of adobe, and queer little corrals 
for the animals in nooks and angles of 
the cliff, aud giving far outlook across 
tbe browns and yellows and the spectral 
peaks of that weird plain. But they 
look not half so remarkable as they are. 

The most remote from civilization of 
all tho Pueblos, tho least uffected by the 
Spanish influence which so wonderfully 
ruled over tho enormous area of the 
southwest, and practically untouched by 
tho later Saxon influence, the ludiuns of 
tho Moqui towns retain almost entirely 
their wonderful customs of before the 
conquest. Their languages are different 
from those of any other of the Pueblos; 
uud their mode of life — though to a hasty 
glance the same— is in many ways un- 
liko that of their brethren iu New Mex- 
ico. — Charles F. Lummisiu St. Nicholas. 


A Detroit Man'* Curie. 

A Detroit limn lias a novel walking 
cane that represents the work of odd 
hours every day for six weeks, it is 
made of old postage stamps of various

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

CbAp. 19C, Acte of 1899. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, In the 
month of May or Juno in each year, visit each dwel- 
ling-house or building and make true lists of all 
women twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing ovor their own signatures, equest 
the Assessors to assess them for a “poll tax,” and 
t shall be the duty of the Assessors to inquire at 
each such dwelling house or building for such 
written reque-ts for assessment, which must give 
the name in full- age, occupation, and residence 
May 1st, 1891. All women desiring to be assessed 
for a poll tax should have their written request 
for such assessment in the form required by the 
act of 1889, ready for delivery to the Assessors 
when they visit the house where they dwell. 
Each request should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name iu full. 
No application for the assessment of a woman 
for a poll tax will be received by mall or in any 
other than in tbe manner provided by said Chap- 
ter 196, except by filing in the office of the 
Assessors tlie list provided by Section 12, of 
Chapter 298, of Acts of 1884, as amen Jed by 
Chapter 200, of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding rsintrsin Irani, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly request- 
ed to furnish the Assessors with statements In 
relation to such estates. 

W hen eatulea of persons deceased have 
been divided during tlie past year, or have 
changed hands from other causus, the Executors, 
Administrate rs, Trustees, or other persons inter- 
ested, are required and warned to give notice of 
such change; and in default of such notice will 
be held to pay tbe tax assessed, although such 

state has been wholly distributed and paid over. 


Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons and corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to the 
Assessors of Newton on any day from May first 
to the first day of July next, true lists of all real 
and personal estates held by such persons and 
corporations respectively for literary, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purposes on the first day 
of May, 1892, together with statements of the 
amount of all receipts and expenoitures by such 
person or corporation for SAid purpose during the 
year next preceding said first day of May; such 
lists and statements to be in such detail as may 
be required by tbs tax commissioner. 


MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to the Aasessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing in the list as provided in Section 
thirty-eight of Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under cath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name and rei.dence of every 
holder of an Interest therein as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. W ben such property is situated in 
two or more places, or when a recorded mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more estates or parts 
of an estate, an estimate of the amount of tbe 
mortgagee's interest in each estate or part of an 
estate shall be given in auch statement. The 
Assessors shall, from such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests of mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess the 
same. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in aa herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year ou 
such Real Ksiate shall be invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee’s interest therein has 
not been assessed to him. 


SHIPPING. 


Shipping aud business Income arc not taxab<e 
to a firm, but each resident portuer must include 
these items In his individual return. Owners and 
agents of ships and vessels engaged in the foreign 
carrying trade, are referred to Sections H and 9, 
of Chnptor 11 of the Public Statutes, for the form 
of return required to obtain exemption from 
taxation upon the valuation of such property.

ing any verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any one or more of the As- 
sessors.— Pub. Btat. Chap. 11, Sec. 39 and 41 
When a person has failed to briug in a list or 
schedule of all his tuxable property, In conformi- 
ty to this notice, no abatement of a tax assessed 
on Personal Estate to such person can be grant- 
ed, “unless such tax exceeds by more than fifty 
per cent, the amount which would have been 
assessed to thut person on Personal Estute if he 
had seasonably brought in said list; aud if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, the said 
amount, the abatement shall he only of the ex- 
cess above the said fifty per cent.'*— l’ub.

COLUMBUS DAY. OCT. 1 2. 

A Message to the Public Schools, 
of America. 

LOCAL OBNKItV ANCKS SUGGESTED. 


Tlu» Day Should He Hlgnalixed In Ever) 

Town and Village In the Republic l>> 

a Local Celebration of Which the Pub- 
lic Reboot Is tlte Center. 

To tho scholars of the public school* 
of the United States the executive com 
mittee of the Columbian public school 
celebration sends the following mes- 
sage: 

The 12tb of October, 1892, the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica, ought to be observed everywhere 
in America. 

The day will be marked in Chicago 
by tho dedication of the Columbian ex 
position grounds. The day also may 
bo signalized in every town and village 
in the republic by a local celebration of 
which the public school is the center. 

Tho public schools of the republic will 
form the most fitting centers for all 
theso local celebrations A national 
public school observance simultaneous 
with the Chicago exercises will awaken 
u popular interest in tho coming exposi- 
tion. Fur more important is the fact that 
tho public school has the right to occupy 
tho most prominent place in the celebra- 
tion. The public school is the one charac- 
teristic institution which links all the 
neighborhoods together, and can thus 
furnish a common bond for a national 
celebration. The public school is the 
ripe fruit of the four centuries of Ameri- 
can civilization. Tho public school of 
today sways the hundred years to come. 

How It Ctuiitt About. 

The first approval of this suggestion 
came from tho public school scholars 
themselves. When the plan was first 
proposed by The Youth’s Companion, 
January, 1891, thousands of letters wero 
received, testifying to the enthusiasm 
with which the scholars responded. 

The world’s congress auxiliary of the 
Columbian exposition then took up the 
proposal, calling upon all the people of 
the republic to observe the day iu their 
■own localities, and suggesting that the 
public schools be everywhere the cen- 
ters of the celebration. 

The superintendents of education 
were tho next to recognize the fitness of 
giving to the public schools the first 
place in this Columbian anniversary. 
At their national convention in Brook- 
lyn in February, 1892, they took charge 
of the movement, and appointed the 
undersigned an executive committee to 
lead the schools in their commemora- 
tion. 

Appeal to the Scholurs. 

This executive committee now appeals 
to the scholars themselves to bo the first 
to move. It is for you, scholars of tho 
American public schools, to arouse a 
sentiment in your schools and in your 
neighborhoods for this grand way of 
celebrating the finding of America. Ed- 
ucators and teachers will meet you from 
their side. But it is for you to begiu. 

There are 13,000,000 now in the public 
schools. You have the chance to con- 
duct a patriotic movement which will 
have a place in history, and will strength 
en the republic through the coming cen- 
tury. 

What to Do. 

The first thing to do is to determine, 
when you read this message, that you 
will do all you can to induce your school 
to enter the celebration. Then show 
this message to your teachers; every pa- 
triotic teacher will bo glad to help you 
if you show yourselves in earnest. Take 
the message to the school committee and 
the superintendent — their consent aud 
aid are indispensable. 

After you secure tho support of all 
these, then let the school vote that it 
will enter the celebration. 

The next thing after this public vote 
will be the appointment of a strong com- 
mittee inode up jointly from citizens, 
scholars and teachers to take charge. 
The committee should in all cases con- 
sist of those most iu earnest, so that the 
work may not be checked by any possi- 
ble change of teachers during the sum- 
mer. 

The I’ruKramtue. 

A programme of exercises will be 
furnished by tho executive committee. 
It will be simple aud adapted to any 
school, yet so arranged that more elabo- 
rate exercises may be added wherever 
desired. The aim of this official pro- 
gramme will be that certain leading ex- 
ercises muy be the sumo in every school 
in the republic, und that at least in one 
feature tho Chicago programme and the 
school programme may be identical. 

In due time this executive committee 
will make further suggestions. 

Thu I Coin mi live. 

The duty of your committee will first 
bo to interest the citizens und to prepare 
the school. Precessions may be arranged. 
The veterans, both north und south, will 
gladly be escorts for tho schools. The 
Other military, civic and religious or- 
ganizations of each town will lend their 
uid if they see that the schools are de- 
termined that the celebration shall be 
worthy of tho duy. The local press will 
be tho most valuable of all supi>orts. 

On Oct. 12 the stars aud stripes should 
bo floating from every school house iu 
tho republic. 

It is tho hope of the friends of common 
school education that not one public 
school iu the Uuited States will allow 
itself to be left out iu this most memora- 
ble celebrutiou.

Newton's New Engine. 

A public test of Newtou’s new steam 
fire eugiue was made yesterday. Tbe 
machine is a third class Amoskeag with 
Bussia iron jacket aud nickol trimmings. 
It is provided with four-inch pumps and 
six-inch cyiindors. 

The engine will be located in No. 1 
house, taking the place of a machine dis- 
abled by the demands of over 20 years of 
fire service. The test was made at 
Boyd’s pond, aud proved wholly satisfac- 
tory. The eugiuo was worked at 120 
pounds pressure, aud streams were 
played through 160, 300, 600 and 1000 feet 
of hose, using one-inch and 1 1-4 inoli 
nozzles. Two streams were also thrown 
through 300 foot of hose. The now 
steamer will go into commission in a few 
days.

Newton Cottage Hospital. 

The executive committee at its last 
meeting, unanimously voted a vacation 
to the matron, Mias Peters, whos* in- 
valuable services are felt in every de- 
partment of the institution. 

There has been treated in this hospital 
during the past month, a larger number 
of cases than ever before iu its history, 
comprisiug medical and surgical cases of 
much gravity, aud entailing a large 
amount of work upon tbe matron and 
nurses. Quite a number of cases of 
measles, scarlet fever, aud diphtheria 
have been received and treated, demon- 
strating tbe value of the isolated ward* 
erected tor such cases. Emergencies 
arise in every community where it is 
indispensable to find accommodations for 
patients ill with contagious diseases, and 
it is a wonder that so few hospitals 
provide for their reception. 

The committee adopted rules for the 
government of the maternity ward, which 
has recently been opened, aud has 
already extended its benefits to several 
patients. Cases are received iuto this 
ward at a uniform rate of ten dollars for 
residents of Newton and fifteen dollars 
for non-resideuts. This includes bovrd, 
nursing and medical attendance during 
the period of confinement.

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

DEACON STREET, SOUTH STRKICT AND 
sronAGK BATTERIES. 

Monday night was remarkable for ita 
hearings which lasted till 2 a, m. and the 
board of aldermen was in session long 
aftor that wrestling with the regular 
business. 

The hearings began with a joint session 
in the uppor hall, bofore both branches, 
Mayor Hibbard presiding. 

WIDENING n EAC’ON STREET. 

Mr. Avery L. Rand was the first speak- 
er and said that the crowded audience 
showed the interest tAkon in the widen- 
ing of Beacon streot. The original peti- 
tion presented on Nov. 23, contained 102 
names, and he presented other petitions 
containing 391 names, and the number 
might have been doubled, if they had 
bad more time. Of all ho himself saw, 
only 3 rofusod • to sign. Tho signers 
numberod 130 from Newton Centre, 04 
from Newton Highlands, 40 from Upper 
Falls, 35 from Waban, and 4 from Chest- 
nut Hill. Tho time has corao when New- 
ton needed rapid electrical transit., which 
would b.ing its vacant land into the mar- 
ket The valuation of Brookline had in- 
creased $11,000,000 in lour years on ac- 
count of tho West End railway over the 
Beacon street boulevard. Newton should 
try to get the benefit as well as Brook- 
line, and the names presented wore not 
those of real estate speculators, but of 
small land owners, and it. was a great 
popular movement, in the interest of tho 
people, and he had no doubt the City 
Council would bo glad to do what the 
peoplo desired. 

The reading of the names on the peti- 
tions was called for and tho next half 
hour was consumod in reading tho 
names. 

A list of speakers in behalf of the peti- 
tion had been prepared, and Mayor Hib- 
bard called them in order. 

Col. R. G. F. Caudage, chairman of the 
board of assessors iu.Brookline, stated the 
effect of widening Beacon street in 
Brookline, and in 1S87 it was voted to 
widen it to 100 feet and $200,000 appro- 
priated, and he road statistics showiug 
tho growth of the town. Tho valuation 
in 1881 was $13,820 40 and it grew steadily 
to 1885 wlieu it was $10,988,000; ’80, $19, 157, 
800; ’87, $23,331,700; ’89, $27,320,203; ’90, 
*30,027,000; ’91, $34,472,400, a rise in 11 
years of nearly $23,000,000 or nearly 150 
per cent. He also read extracts from the 
reports of assessors, showing the steady 
growth of the town under a liberal poli- 
cy, and the gain was not only on Beacon 
street, but on all sections contiguous to 
it. The population of the metropolitan 
district of Boston was increasing at the 
rate of 25,000 a year, which must over- 
flow into the suburbs, and the tendency 
of the increase was westward in the di- 
rection of Brookline and Newton, and 
population was invited by wide streets 
and rapid transit. 

Mr. Horace Cousens said he believed 
in widening Beacon street from the Bos- 
ton line through Waban to Lower Falls, 
lie owned land on Beacon street, aud 
was willing to give it for the widening, 
and if that was not enough to pay better- 
ments. . . 

Col. Caudage gave the cost of widening 
the street in Brookline. The town paid 
$359,000 and Mr. Whitney gave $150,000 
making the total over half a million, but 
the increase in valuation paid about $100, 
000 a year. 

Mr. A. C. Walworth said Beacon streot 
was the axial street of Newton, almost in 
the geographical centre, and there was a 
great extent of land on the south side of 
the city waiting to be developed. He 
didn’t believe an electric road could be 
kept out of the street for five years, and 
a place should be provided for it. There 
wore few houses on the street to be hurt 
aud in five years the damages for the re- 
moval of buildings would be heavy. 

Mr. C. S. Davis said the more he 
thought about the project the more he 
favored it. The street was the uatural 
outlet of Newton, and as a citizen he be- 
lieved iu it. Very few, indeed only one 
or two would be injured, while the whole 
city would be benefited. 

Mr. Chas. Everett read some remarks 
be had prepared, and was enthusiastic in 
irs favor. The liues might be established 
now and the work left for a few years; 
the benefits in the increase of valuation 
and the now residents to be attracted, 
would soon pay a large return on tho 
cost. Tney didn’t oppose any other 
schemes, but they wished all to be pi iced 
on their merits, and if that were done 
they felt sure the street would be 
widened. I' was time Newton awoke 
out of its village sleep and made some 
attempt to catch the overt! jw of Boston 
aud Brookline. 

Mr. Moses G. Crane said the street was 
the natural thoroughfare to Boston, and 
i- would pay the city to widen it, and ho 
thought Beacon street through Newton 
should he 150 feet wide aud we should 
make an effort to invite people of wealth 
bere. 

Prof. J. B. Thomas said no city could 
m ike iis streets too wide, for sanitary' as 
well as other reasons. Boston had a 
large non-resident population aud the 
tendency was Westward, and it was 
patriotic to brintr as many as possible to 
enjoy the benefits of country life. It was 
a mistake to refuse improvements that 
would attract people. 

Mr. Frank Edmunds said the feeliug 
was almost unauimous in favor of the 
project aud of having a handsome 
thoroughfare of the direct road to Bos- 
ton. 

Mr. E F. Keeler said the widening 
would bring a large tract of laud into 
market, aud as tbe > x erienceof Brookliue 
showed, might be expected to double 
rhe population of Newton Centre iu ten 
years. 

Mr. E. R. Tarbell said the people were 
anxious to see wide streets on their side 
of the city, and they hoped to attract 
ruauy people from tue North side over 
there. 

Mr. B. E. Taylor said all preseii t be- 
lieved the question one of the greatest 
that had come before the city, lie had 
found people williug aud anxious to sign 
the petition. The same increase that 
Lad followed in Brookliue would follow 
in Newton. The street ought to bo 150 
feet wide and any one wbo looked at the 
ut itter carefully would favor the widen- 
ing. They didn’t waut to iuvolve tire 
city in too great expense but the laud 
could be taken aud 5 or 10 years taken to 
do the work. Our ancestors had had 
very narrow views iu layiug out streets, 
ana we must push a little aud correct 
their mistakes. Many people got off the 
eteaui cars in Brookline to take the 
elec’rlc cars iu,aud if t ie electric road rau 
to Newtou, they would take them there. 

Dr. Alvah ilovey said it was hardly 
true that no pressure had been used to 
obtain siguers. A good deal of pressure 
Lad been put upon him aud bis wife. lie 
saw some advantages aud also reason for 
favoriug the South street route. Auy 


expectations of such rapid increase as 
Brookline had was a mistake, lietborght. 
Tho territory along the street was not 
inviting and would not he built up very 
rapidly. South streot would bring much 
better land for building into the market 
and ought to bo widened to givo that 
part of the city a chance. 

Mr. Georgo II. Ellis said tho City 
Council could see what the South side 
wanted and hoped It would act favorably. 

Mr. E. II. Andrews said he was a par: 
of the overflow of Boston that had come 
to Nowion and if we wanted to attract 
people here wo must follow tho example 
of Brookline. 

Mr. C. C. Barton said that public con- 
venience and necessity required tho 
wideuing of tho streot. Newton should 
keep abreast of tho times and do wliat 
other cities are doing to attract peoplo. 
Wo see tho class of people attracted to 
Brookline and we would liko to got them 
here. Widening Beacon street was ovon 
more important than widening Washing- 
ton streot, as it was the natural highway 
to Boston. Some opposition came from 
Chestnut Hill wliero residents did uot 
want their beautiful estates disturbed, 
but the widoning would be of benefit to 
them and they can not stem the tide. It 
will come later, if not now. Those who 
oppo8odo*so for private reasons, hilt 
private must givo way to public benofit. 
No estate would be seriously interfered 
with. 

Mr. D. A. White said the electric road 
would bring cheaper fares, and as land 
had got so high in Brookline that peoplo 
were being driven away, we should make 
an effort to get them. The greatest good 
of the greatest number was tho priuciplo 
that ought to bo followed. 

Mr. Frank J. Hale said that as a 
citizen of Uppor Falls he heartily favored 
tho widening. 

Mr. Geo. E. Gilbert said in tho 15 years 
ho had lived here, only four houses had 
been built on Beacon street between 
Newtou Centre and the Boston line. It 
was high time the streot was widened 
and improved. 

THE REMONSTRANTS. 

Mr. A. L. Harwood said he appeared 
for Wm. H. Pulsifer and other remon- 
strants, aud he came to state facts nui 
would noi attempt to make white, black. 
It was false to say the remonstrants had 
no sympathy with public improvements. 
They were as public spirited aud had put 
their hands as deep iu their pockets in 
the past for the benefit of Newton, as 
any of the petitioners. If the public 
interest could be served better in some 
other way, they believed that way should 
be followed. He was sorry that no esti- 
mate of the cost had been presented, as 
it would be found to bo a very expensive 
undertaking. The street was 70 feet wide 
now to the Boston line, but before you 
widen it further for au electric road, find 
whethor Boston will widen its part of 
the street along the reservoir. There 
were very serious doubts whether Boston 
would or could do anythiug, and the 
street there was only 50 feet wide, too 
narrow form double track electric road. 
That part of Beacon street should be 
widened before Newtou does anything. 
Then the damages will be very great 
aside from tbe land, and you can’t show 
any increase in value to assess better- 
ments on. Only one side of Beacon st. 
can be built upon, the other consists of a 
narrow strip between the street and tbe 
railroad, and it will never be valuable. 
In Brookline there was valuable laud for 
half a mile on each side of the street. Iu 
Newton there are few cross streots to 
feed an electric line. The street now is 
a thoroughfare for express teairs for 
business, and it should be kept for that, 
and 70 feet is wide enough. By way of 
South street the distance to the Centre 
Congregational church is just the same 
as by Beacon street, and there is valuable 
building land along the whole length. 
Lookover both routes and you will see 
that where one has every chance to grow 
up to valuable residences the other has 
very little chance to iucrease iu value. 

Mr. Richard Saltonstall said ho ap- 
peared for citizens of Chestnut Hill and 
for Dr. Slade and Mr. Dupee. The 
people there are as interested in Newton 
as the people of auy other seetiou. The 
scheme they believed would be of no 
public bcuefit, and was favored by only 
one landowner on the line. Not one 
statement bad been presented that the 
street was not wide enough for all the 
business upon it. One end of it had only 
been 50 feet wide and was uot even yet 
made 70 feet, which was evidence that 
the public was uot seriously inconven- 
ienced. The only argument for wid it 
ing was to make room for double tracks 
for electric car, but he had good authori- 
ty for saying that the West Eud would 
never come ovei this street. Even if they 
wanted to, of which we have no evidence, 
they couldn’t build such tracks on tho 
road past the reservoir and it was physi- 
cally impossible to widen that. Not one 
estimate of expense had been presented. 
It had cost Brookliue half a million to 
widen the street for about tiro same dis- 
tance, bu* Mr. Whitney had given $150,000 
towards it. Has any Newton man 
promised to give anything*? The West 
End land ootnpauy had given 000,000 feet 
but would any Newton citizen give any- 
thing like that? The expense would be 
euormou!. Iu Broikliue only $54,000 
had been assessed iu betterments, but 
they had had a width of 500 feet each 
side to assess them on. But iu Newton 
you have a ledge on one side and a narrow 
strip of swamp on the other to assess 
betterments upon. The figures of the 
Brookline assessors had no bearing on 
the case, wlieu could a million dollars of 
additional property be put upon this 
street*? In Brookliue the policy was to 
keep the tax rate low by continually 
marking up tbe valuation. His father 
had a cow pasture ou Bowdoin street in 
Brookline which had been marked up 
three fold iu value iu five years, because, he 
supposed, the wideuing of Beacon street 
had increased its value. Such things 
showed the absurdity of the claims made 
by the petitioners. Take Mr. Dupee’s 
estate, the widening would take 84 feet 
off his front lawn and make it impossible 
to drive iuto his estate. 

Mr. Alden Speare endorsed all that Mr. 
Saltonstall had said. The West Eud 
could uot he induced to build a road up 
Beacon street, aud many o f the petition- 
er! had been induced to sign by mis- 
representations. 

Mr. J. R. Leeson said the objection! 
had been admirably stated. lie did uot 
believe the finances of the city warranted 
auy such expenditure as this. The 
scheme was au absurd one. lie did uot 
live on the liue of Beacon street, but if 
he believed that Col. Caudage’s figures 
had any beariug ou the case lie could sit 
down aud expect to be worth millions iu 
a few years. He was glad to see the 
reasonable way iu which the petitioners 
had presented their case, iu that they 
had not advocated auy immediate action 
being takeu. 

Mr. A. I>. Chilli iu said he lived on the 
street, but he could uot see auy benefit 
to the city iu the wideuing, aud be 
favored South street, where there was 
laud available for buildiug. 

Dr. Slade said he could see no benefit 
to Newtou in the wideuiug, but great 


damage, as the widening would destroy 
the beauty of the street, and spoil the 
trees that had been sot out. The olectric 
road now brought out acrowd that only 
injured property. 

.fudge Bishop said he lived on Beacon 
street, and he did not oppose the scheme 
from any personal interest. It they 
wanted 35 or 85 feet of his rocks and 
cliffs he was willing it should be taken. 
He had been in Newton 30 yoars, and lie 
never had put his private interests 
against public interests But he did op- 
poso tho widening of Beacon Btroot for an 
electrio railroad, and when a road was 
built ho wanted it put in the right place. 
The South streot grades were much 
bettor, and there are no sottlcd ostates to 
bo injured, and Capt. Candage’s state- 
ment might apply to tho South streot 
route but not to tho otlior, as might bo 
seen from the statement that only four 
houses had been buiit on Beacon street 
in 15 years. Thero had been acres of 
land th?ro for sale cheap, but no one 
wauted it. A trip over both routes would 
show which was the proper one for de- 
velopment. 

The hearing was then closed. 

THE SOUTH STREET HEARING. 

A hearing followed on the petition for 
tho widoniug and laying out of South 
street. This street oxtouds from Ward 
street, and crosses Hammond, Grant 
avenue, and other streets and reaches 
Centre street nearly opposite the resi- 
dence of Mr. Avery L. Ratid, and most 
of tho laud has been given by tbe owners 
and tho streot built by them, or will 
bs. 

Mr. Johu Ward, one of tho land owners, 
who gives laud and will build the stroet, 
was the first speaker and advooatod the 
project. 

Mr’ A. L. Harwood said that they had 
a^surauces that Bostju would widen its 
part of the street, and most of the land 
owners would give tho land and build tho 
streot, leaving only a small section near 
Centre street. The street would briug 
into tho niarkot a groat amount of valu- 
able building land. 

Mr. A. D. S. Boll said that lie could 
givo assurances that au electrio railway 
would put a lino through the stroet if it 
was widened and accepted, and it would 
open up the most beautiful part of New- 
tou, high laud, with wide and extensive 
views in every direction. Most of the 
owners would give tho land provided the 
streot was accepted. It ran for 1000 feot 
through the recent purchase of Mr. Jor- 
dan, who had spent a good deal of money 
there, then for 400 feet through laud 
whose owners he represented, and then 
to Hammond street, and to Grant avenue. 

The cost of the wideuing and land 
would not be over $100, 000, aud tho street 
would make laud that was now taxed by 
the acre be worth 20contsor more a foot. 
It would be an excellent opportunity for 
the city to pursue the same policy pur- 
sued in Brookline with the same results, 
and the work would never be regretted, 
it would give rapid transit through a 
section of Newtou remote from the rail- 
road, which would cause it to be rapidly 
built up. 

Mr. A. C. Walworth said that many of 
the petitioners for Beacou street favored 
both enterprises. 

Mr. A. L. Jtaiid said of tbe 35 petition- 
ers for widening of South street, 23 were 
laudowners to be benefited or live on the 
street, aud only 12 live beyond. He did 
not oppose tho South street enterprise, 
but 70 feet iu a street does not give elec- 
trical rapid transit, for which 100 feet 
was needed. 

Mr. Geo. Stone also favored tho pro- 
ject, and Judge Bishop was warmly iu 
favor of it. The hearing was thou 
closed. 

STORAGE BATTERIES SHOWN UP. 

It was nearly 12 by the city clock when 
the storage battery hearing was called 
and every one was tired and sleepy. 
Messrs. Chas H. Guild, Moses G. Crane, 
E. Moulton, A. F. Hayward, aud Dr. 
J. R. Dean spoke of their visits to Mil- 
fold and the successful operation of the 
road. 

Alderman Hyde presented the remon- 
strance of the Nowton Highlands Im- 
provement Association against poles and 
wires for the trolley system. 

Mayor Hibbard road testimonials from 
tho selectmen aud others of Milford, 
testifying to tho success of the system, 
and a letter from Gen. W. F. Draper, 
stating he had boughta controlling inter- 
est in the patents. 

Mayor Hibbard suggested that any 
more testimony about visits to Milford 
might be omitted aud a chance given the 
experts to fight. 

Mr. J. R. Smith said ho would give the 
case to the other side, reserving the right 
to say something in reply. 

THE AUDIENCE WAKES UP. 

Attorney J. B. Goodrich then opened 
tho case for the opponents of storage 
battery with a speech so full of wit and 
sharp hits that the audience woke up 
and forgot the hard seats. lie said that 
the board of directors of tbe Newton & 
Boston Street It ul way started out with a 
strong prejudice in favor of storage bat- 
teries and a determination to use them, 
if in any way possible. Tney were 
strougly committed in favor of that form 
of motive power, and two of them were 
officials of the New England Telephone 
Company, and opposed to the trolley 
system on principle. They iuteudod to 
strain a point, to get storage battery cars. 
The Garden City Company had a charter 
granted them two years ago, on condi- 
tion they used storage battery cars. Tho 
storage battery people then had a road 
running from Beverly to Danvers, aud 
they came here and gave the same assur- 
ances the Milford people have given. 
Testimony was given of people who had 
ridden on the cars, of the success of the 
system, but when it was looked iuto it 
was found not to be practical. The New- 
ton & Boston Company found a road in 
Milford operating storage batteries, 
owned by the Drapers. The storage 
battery system was really older than tho 
trolley system, and it was as perfect five 
years ago as todiy. The Milford Co. 
claim some improvements, aud the direc- 
tors began to study up the subject. They 
found that Mr. Wharton of Philadelphia 
had spent $100,000 endeavoring to use 
storage batteries ou his roads aud had 
finally abandoned it. Not a street rail- 
way iu tbe United States owns a storage 
battery car. You propose that the New- 
t >u road shall be the first company lo 
purchase aud operate oue of these cars. 
The directors went to Milford, rode on 
the cars, all were pleased with what they 
saw. They tried to tiud out tho question 
of expense. It is claimed that they are 
cheaper than the trolleys, but the fact is 
they can’t be run anything near as cheap- 
ly as tho trolley cars. They found that 
it was out of the questiou to attempt to 
ruu such cars economically, aud 
abandoned the ideu.as all other railroads 
have done before them. If Mr. Usher 
has what he claims he has he could be a 
millionaire tomorrow by simply going to 
New York, or lotting tho fact be known 
If a storage battery system can be pre- 
sented that can be run as cheaply as a 
trolley oar, millions would be paid for 
the secret. The West End Company has 
spent $00,000 iu experimeuts with stor- 
age batteries. 


The famous guarantee of whi :h Mr. 
ITshor sp iko at the last mooting, what 
docs it mean? It i! simply tho guarantee 
of the Milford Car Co., a Maine corpora- 
tion, whose paid in capital is unknown. 
I he Newton directors asked Gen. Dinner 
if lie would personally endorse this 
guarantee, nnd ho rofused. That shows 
what ho thinks of it. Tho guimntue 
was simply a cont ract witli a company 
whoso nssots are unknown. What is it 
worth? They tried to have the company 
run cars here on trial, tor a year, but the 
company refused. They would only sell 
the cars. The storage people have only 
box cars, but wlieu told that open cars 
must be had in Newton, thoy said they 
would build some, and put the batteries 
under tho seats, and passengers would 
have to sit facing each other, which 
would hardly he nice for ladies. It is 
tho same Beverly experience over again. 

Mr. Goodrich called on Winthrop 
Coffin, tho olejtrician of tho Thomson 
Houston company. Ho said that the 
storage battery wns an electrical myth. 
Nothing was so attractive, hut nothing 
so barren of results. lie claimed that a 
storage car could not give efficient ser- 
vice and tho expense was au unknown 
quautity s ivo that tlioso who had tried 
the cars like Mr. Wharton of Philadel- 
phia, found that thoy could not afford to 
run them. The figures of cost given by 
storage battery people were an absurdity 
on their face. 

Mr. Usher asked Mr, Coffin what kind 
of coll was usod on the Washington cars. 
Mr. Coffin did not know. 

Mr. Usher: Yet you call yourself au 
expert. 

Mr. Smith asked several questions 
about cost of trolley cars, which Mr. 
Coffin answered. 

Air. Goodrich said that as for the noise 
of trolley cars the Thomson-Houston 
comp my now lias a new motor that is 
noiseless. 

Mr. Usher enlarged upon the cells usod 
by him and tbeir power, and tho folly of 
bringing experts in who did not know 
what a cell was. 

Mr. Usher was questioned rather close 
ly by Mr. Hyde as to what he meant at 
tho last meeting by saying tho company 
was willing to give a guarantee with 
their cars backed up by two millions. 

Mr. Usher said the men who owned 
stock in the company were worth that. 

Mr. Hydo asked w hether a guarantee 
signed by the company iu its corporate 
capacity was worth anything. 

Mr. Usher said tho company was 
capitalized at one million. 

Mr. Ilyde asked how much was paid 
in. 

Mr. Usher did uot think he ought to 
say, 

In answer to Mr. Goodrich, Mr. Usher 
said that the Beverly storage battery 
system was a failure, and that no system 
previous to the Milford one had been a 
success. 

Mr. Goodrich was satisfied to rest his 
case. 

Mr. Smith did not wish to make any 
remarks, and the hearing closed.

For 
years Mr. Whiting was a member of Theo* 
dore Parker’s society and one of its stand- 
ing committeemen. Three or four years 
ago, at the time of the dissolution of this 
society, he joined M. J. Savage’s church, 
aud was a member of its standing commit- 
tee until his death. In polities Air. Whit- 
ing began as one of the Anti-Slavery party. 
Afterward he was Identified with the Free 
Soil party, aud then he became a Republi- 
can. His benefuctions were many und 
were given in manner absolutely free of 
ostentutlon. The funeral was held at the

THE RAILROAD TRACKS. 


It oould hardly be expected that any 
(plan for changing the grade of the rail- 
aroad through Newton would bo accepted 
^without criticism, and any feeling against 
f the elevation of the tracks would not 
$>e surprising. 

But there are many other things to 
be considered. In the first place all 
must agree that the dangerous grade 
crossings should be abolished, and the 
sooner tho better. As to the way in 
which it should bo done, there are only 
two, one by lowering tho tracks and 
bridging over -the crossings, and the 
other by elevating the tracks. If the 
fflrst was adopted, it must be remembered 
that according to a state law, the bridges 
unust be Is feet above the tracks. To 
divide this the railway tracks could be 
lowered 10 feet and the street raised 8 
feet. This in the case of Centre street, 
for instance, would necessitate a com- 
plete change in the character of the 
street and the business blocks adjacent. 
The damages in regard to this one cross- 
ing would be something enormous. All 
the business blocks would have to bo 
raised, the change in the street grade 
would have to begin atNonantum square 
•on one Bide and opposite the public 
library on the other, and the expense 
•to be borne by the city would stagger 
lany advocate of such a plan. Then 
there would be the hill to climb up and 
'flown every time one wanted to go 
across. It might be urged that the rail- 
road could be lowered 12 feet and the 
street raised only six feet, but this 
would be nearly as objectionable on the 
lacore of expense, and if the iailroad 
tracks were put down twelve feet there 
would be constant trouble from water, 
-lu digging the sewers liviniz springs were 
struck at a depth of 11 feet, and an 
engine had to be employed constantly to 
•pump the trench out. No matter how 
little we may care for the Bjston & Al- 
bany corporation it would hardly ho fair 
•to ask them to maiutain several pumping 
iplauts through Newton. 

Again take Church street crossing; if 
hbe street over the tracks were raised 
'eight feet, what would become of Wash- 
ington street. 

•Walnut street in Nuwtonville wou'd be 
<3ven inoiu expensive than Centre street, 
uud a steep grade and a bridge there 
’would not be eudured by the people, who 
friave to go from one side to the other. 
Besides, a deep trench through New- 
u would be a dangerous trap for men 
•’and animals to fall into. It would be 
tLuk for passengers on (he trains, busi- 
iiipbs men could notread their papers, and 
cno one in passing through could get a 
rglitnpse of Newton, and besides, trenches 
*iu other places are always damp, and 
trilled with coal gas, and far from benefi- 
•oi d to the health of those who ride 
Mi rough them every day. 

L istly, ali these objections against 
l.oweriue the tracks could be summed up 
> u the statement that the Boston A Al- 
f tuny would never consent to lower the 
1 .racks aud probably could not be made 
Co do so, so that it is not of much use to 
discuss that. The mayor aud aldermen 
l.iave gone over the whole question very 
oarefully, aud they are men of good 
K gineut. They say that elevating the 

• . racks is the only feasible method of dj- 
mg away with the grade crossings. The 

'imhaukmeut will only be ten feet high, 
rand in some places not that, little more 
1 b.iu the height of an ordinary board 
(fence. Such an embankment can hardly 

• nterfere much with the circulation of 
lir, aud will not obstruct the view from 

• the second stories of most houses near 
Lhe railroad. The fences now prevent 

• uuch view from the first stoiy windows. 
The noise uud dust will probably be just 

• as objectionable as they are uow, though 
(people who have stood at the foot of the 
fFaneuil embankment when trains were 
'passing say that the uoise would hardly 
Vjt noticed. 

Ab for stoue arched bridges, which 
•avebeeu spokeu of, they would be 14 
f *eet high at the top of the arch, but at 
'.beside they would be too low for all 
'but small children, aud the walks would 
'have to be placed near the center of the 
•street. If the road was elevated pay 20 
'feet, arches might be practicable, except 
«.m such wide streets as Walnut street, 
•where even that height would hardly be 
'sufficient to carry the aiuh. 

It is easy enough to state objections to 
'any elevation of the tracks, but it should 
‘It cousidered whether these are not eveu 
(greater objections to any other method 
•tel doing away with grade crossings. We 


DdZr.

have all doubted the intention of the rail- 
road to do anything, but now that they 
have presented a plan, we ought not, as 
reasonable citizens, to raise any fanciful 
objections, or oppose the plan without 
first considering whether any other 
method would be practicable. If a bet- 
tor plan than the one proposed, better 
for both the city and the road, can be 
drawn up, probably all parties wuld bo 
glad to adont. it. 


THE SOUTH SIDE BOULEVARDS. 

The two hearings for street wideniugs 
on the south side of the city attracted a 
large crowd to City Hall Monday uighL 
The Beacon street hearing was very 
protracted, and the case might have 
been made a good deal stronger if more 
attention had beeu called to the great 
amount of traffic over fhe street from 
Newton Centre, as it is the opening for 
several much travelled thoroughfares 
which join together at Newton Centre, 
and make it a crowded street at certain 
hours of the day. Attention might have 
been called also to the fact that as New- 
ton gave Boston the street around the 
reservoir, Boston could hardly refuse the 
request of Newton to make the street j 
wide enough to accommodate the needs ' 
of Newtou. 

A wide and handsome thoroughfare 
therp will be a necessity some day, 
whether the electric cars run through it 
or not. The inference sought to be 
made from the figures of the Brookline 
selectmen did not help the case greatly 
as the remonstrants showed that much of ; 
the land was not of the character of j 
Beacon street in Brookline; but worse < 
land tban that has been built upon, and ; 
made the site of handsome houses. If 
the laud is as had as some of the remon- 
strants claimed, the owners surely would I 
have no objection to giving a small por- 
tion of it for the street, so that the ex- 
penses of widening need not be so ex- 
cessive. 

The reiuonstrauts had the benefit of 
the service of three very clever lawyers, 
if we include Judge Bishop, aud of two 
such piactical and prominent citizens as 
Aldeu Speare aud J. R. Leesou, which 
placed the petitioners at a disadvantage, 
but there is no question but that they 
hud a strong popular sentiment behind 
them. It could not do much harm 
certainly, to adopt the Hues, and leave 
the question of carryiug out the work to 
the future. Beacon street from Newton 
Centre westward certainly needs widen- 
ing, as it is hardly more uow than an 
alleyway. 

The South street wideuing was ad- 
vocated in a brief and business like way 
and promises better in tho way of adding 
to tbe valuation of Newtou real estate 
thau any scheme yet broached. 

If the city of Newtou can build a two 
mile boulevard 70 to !00 feet wide at an 
expense if not over $100,000, and bring 
iuto the market land that has been taxed 
for five or six hundred dollars per acre 
aud make it worth twenty to thirty cents 
per foot, there is only one question to 
such a business proposition. The people 
interested in this are not public philan- 
thropists any more than Henry M. 
Whitney was, when he advocated aud 
promoted the widening of Beacon atreet, 
Brookline. He did it for a personal 
motive because he was a large real estate 
holder aud so it is with ali enterprises of 
this kind. Now that the owuers of tho 
laud have come forward in such a hand- 
some mauuer aud are willing to devote to 
the city so much valuable property, the 


city ought not to let this opportunity 
pass. 

The projectors of this scheme can only 
make one mistake, and that is to make 
the street too narrow. One hundred feet 
would bo better than seventy, aud if the 
parties owuing land want to sell it for 50 
cents and more a foot, they will add 
twenty or fifty more feet. Making it 
seventy feet will only draw a moderate 
class of buyers, but 125 feet would 
attract a class of men able and desirous 
of building tho finest class of houses, 
and making that section tho most beauti- 
ful part of Newton. The extra width 
can be put in uow as well as not, and wo 
have had enough of narrow streets. It 
might take a little more land, but tho 
narrower street would be very short- 
sighted policy on tbe part of the land 
owners. Brookline would never have 
gained so rapidly in valuation if it had 
made Beacon street only seventy feet 
wide. 


STORAGE BATTERIES. 


The disinterested spectators at the 
midnight hearing on storage batteries 
before the board of aldermen could not 
help commiserating the storage battery 
people. At the previous hearing they 
had made a brilliant demonstration and 
their confident claims had passed with- 
out question. Monday evening Mr. J. B. 
Goodrich with tho sharpest of thrusts 
punctured the balloon, and the believers 
in storage batteries sat sadly silent in 
the wreck. 




Mr. Usher was naturally rather stirred 
up aud tried to cover his defeat by mak- 
ing light of Mr. Winthryp Coffin, who, al- 
though a young mail, had had experience 
enough to be able to tell many un- 
pleasant facts about the costly failure of 
storage battery schemes, even if ho did 
not know about storage battery colls, 
which was not Burprising. 

The storage battery hearings are 
curiously like cash other, and we sup- 
pose we shall still coutinue to have them 
once in two or three years. Mr. Usher’s 
talk about accumulator colls, aud 
amperes, and so on, was a repetition of 
the talk of the Beverly expert or inventor, 
who had also discovered the secret of 
storage batteries, aud had made a suc- 
cess where all othors had failed. Now 
Mr. Usher admits that the Beverly «fc 
Danvers system was a failure, although 
he is sure that his is a success and can 
as easily convince an unprofessional 
audieuce of it as the Beverly man could. 
It is an attractive subject, always, like 
tbe search for the philosopher’s stoue 
that would turn all it touched to gold, 
aud although Mr. Usher admits that the 
search has so far been unsuccessful, iu 
all but his case, all will certainly wish 
him good luck, eveu if as business muu 
they hesitate about buying his cars until 
their success has been demonstrated. 

Mr. Goodrich aud Alderman Hyde 
showed how little the guarantee was 
worth, of which so much was said at 
the previous hearing, and which Gen. 
Draper refused to endorse. Tho guaran- 
tee was of the company, a Maine coucoru, 
about whose paid iu capital Mr. Usher 
declined to give information. This 
really ended the case. The Newtou 
Highlands people have gained some 
valuable informatiou about storage bat- 
teries, aud like all who have started out 
to investigate the subjeot, when they 
listeu to those iutorested iu auy^of the 
numerous schemes that have beeu 
started, they are convinced of its success, 
uud ate surprised and iudiguaut that all 


railway companies do not adopt it at 
once. This is the first stage and the 
second comes when some one familiar 
with other failures comes along and asks 
a few pointed questions. People who 
really believed in the success of storage 
batteries, anc^that they had been kept 
from general use only by the opposition 
of a wealthy rival system, had their con- 
fidence shaken when Mr. Usher admitted 
that all systems but his had been 
failures. That tho mayor and aldermen 
are not fond of these anuual storage 
battery hearings is hardly to bo won- 
dered at, after the result of the last hear- 
ing. 


The Water Board voted at their 
last meeting last Friday to build their 
now famous stable ou the coiner of 
Watertown and Edinboro streets, much 
to relief of the reBideuts of Crafts street 
and vicinity. The remonstrances were 
so vigorous and had such good reasons 
behind them that the board could not 
well refuse to listen to them.

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A Sen Yorker's Opinion of May in 
the Suburbs. 

* “In the spring a young man's fancy ! 
lightly turns to thoughts of love,” 
•when spring unlock* tho flowers to paint 
the soil, etc., etc. So sing the poets of 
our March, April and May, hut we flesh- 
ly mortals know, that this is not true of 
s New England spring now, whatever it 
may have been in days of yore. Easter- 
ly winds, blinding dust, followed by ex- 
tremely warm dajs, when your winter 
wraps are a burden, general remarks of 
weather, with perhaps a severe cold, 
pneumonia and rheumatism, to make one 
sigh for tho warm sun, and lovely blue , 
sky and sea of Bermuda, are more in our ; 
line. But this is a world of compensa- j 
tions, and although a southern trip is 
not always to be enjoyed, my annual 
visit to Boston always comes during tho 
time my calendar marks as spring. 
Don’t think I so far forget myself, as to 
say that Boston is warmer than Now 
York. Ohlnol I have too much of the i 
genuine Now Englaud conscience about 
me to so prevaricate; but there is so 
much here, thnt such an insignificant 
thing as weather makes no impression 
on me, whilo sojourning in tho most 
charming little city iu the Universe. So 
many things have been arranged for my 
amusement, that I scarcely kuow what 
to tell, and what to leavo untold; but 
feel sure you cannot help but be interest- 
ed in one charming day among the 
ssuburbs. 

Boston may boast of its State House, 
its Common, its quaint and winding 
streets, which on dit were laid out by 
the cows, its musical and educational ad- 
vantages, but in my opinion there is 
nothing to eulogise so much as its most 
beautiful suburbs. Milton, Cambridge, 
Newton, all lovely, and within d living 
distance of the city proper. Such beauti- 
ful drives, too, over well kept roads, by 
flue residences, with an occasional 
glimpse of river and hills, and the tradi- 
tional village spires. Newton was my 
“'destination qu Wednesday, and to say 
that I enjoyed our drive out over tho 
mill dam, through Brookliue, around 
the reservoir to Chestnut Hill aud New- 
ton, would but feebly express it. After 
luucb we again embarked. The after- 
noon was warm aud delightful, quite like 
June, and to judge by the adtniriug and 
rather envious glances which followed 
us, we must have made a rather attrac- 
tive looking party.

The green is always so vivid and fresh in 
the early spring, and the birches so ex- 
quisite in their feathery daintiness at 
this season that I always feel the 
truth of Word worth’s words, when he 
calls them the “Lady of the Woods,” 
aud their always growing in such groups 
remind me of Oliver Weudtll Holmes 
calling “them the gossips of the woods.” 

We drove by a branch of the McLane 
Insane Asylum, such a lovely place, most 
beautifully situated, with exquisite views 
on every side, it seems as if such a spot 
would calm the most disturbed and rest- 
less brain. The gentlemen of the partv 
suggested we should diive to the "Bel- 
mont Spring,” where they said the water 
was so pure, and blue iu color, that it 
was hard to remember that it was 
not a glass of the “Elixir of Life.”

Railroad Tracks iu Newton. 

(Breton Herald.) 

The opposition to the plan of raising 
tho tracks of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road along the main liuo of that com- 
pany in Newton is not surprising, on tho 
grouud that it would be impossible to 
preseut any plan involving a somewhat 
radical change which would not find op- 
ponents as well as advocates. All will 
admit that it is desirable, and if the city 
of Newton is to grow in population and 
the service of the Boston *fc Albany road 
is to be continued and improved, that it 
is necessary that there should be a separa- 
tion of grades between the railway and 
the highways. The city of Newton has 
grown in the number of its people, in 
wealth and in attractiveness, in spite of 
the great drawback that has existed of 
express trains running at high speed 
across some of its main thoroughfares. 
Iu making the change the future, as well 
as the present, has to be considered, and 
to quite a number the plan of ruuniog 
the road upon an embankment is looked 
upon as objectionable. If tbe matter 
was viewed as a problem in a broad 
landscape effect, the criticisms of those 
who object to a railway embankment or 
an elevated railroad would unquestion- 
ably be sound. There is nothing 
picturesque in a construction of this 
kind, and tbe regularity of its dimensions 
make artistic disguise almost impossible. 
The same comment holds good of the 
conduit that the city of Bostou has con- 
structed to bring water from the Sud- 
bury river. There arc places in Need- 
ham where there is a decided disfigure- 
ment to the landscape iu consequence of 
the structure. But iu Newton the rail- 
way* embankment would not run through 
a broad, open country, but through one 
which has already been pretty well built 
up, and is destined in the future to bo a 
closely populated suburban district, 
Under such conditions we are inclined to 
believe that an elevated railroad, or a 
railroad track built on an embankment, 
would be less objectionable than one 
which passed through a subway. The 
defects would ho noise, dirt aud escaping 
smoke and steam, which would be, under 
different conditions, quite as much of a 
nuisance in one caso as in the other. So 
far as concerns the passengers in the 
railway, that is, the people of Newton 
who travel in and out, their comfort 
would be increased by haviug the road at 
an elevation rather than in a subway. 
Altogether, the matter is oue which will 
need to bo determined by cost, and we 
dare say that ou this basis many potent 
reasons cap lie shown why an emoank- 
tneut is preferable to a subway. 


Large Laud Sale at Chestnut Hill. 

J. Murray Howe A Bradlee have sold, 
through A. D. S. Bell, for the estate of 
Amos Lawrence, tho large property on 
westerly front of the Chestnut Hill reser- 
voir, known as the “Lawrence farm,” 
aud also a tract of land adjoining and to 
the northeastward, known as the Knowles 
property, to Mr. Sylvester B. Hinckley 
of Hinckley Bros., Commercial street. 

The whole tract contains iu the neigh- 
borhood of 50 acres, with nearly a mile 
of frontage ou Beacon aud South streets, 
and all of the long easterly front ou the 
reservoir. 

This is. the largest sale in this district 
made for many years, and the property 
is oue of the most conspicuous ones in 
the line of improvement to the westward 
of Boston. 

The price is not stated, but it is report- 
ed to be in the neighborhood of 15 cents 
per square foot, which would make the 
total amount of the purchase iu the 
neighborhood of $.'300,000.

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 10C, Acts of 1880. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, In tho 
month of May or Jure in each year .visit each dwel- 
ling-house or building and make true lists of all 
women twenty ytars of ago and upwards, who 
shall in writing ovor ttelr own signatures, equest 
the Assessors to assess them for a "poll tax,” and 
t shall bo the duty of the As«e^sors to luquiro at 
each such dwelling house or building for such 
written requo ts for assessment, which must give 
the name in full- age, occupation, and residence 
May 1st, 1891. All women desiring to be assessed 
for a |>oll tax shou d have their written request 
for such assessment in tho form required by the 
act of 1889, ready for delivery to the Assessors 
when they visit tho house where they dwell. 
Each request should bo upon a separate sheet 
signed l>y tho aj plicant with her name in full. 
No application for tho assessment of a woman 
for a poll tax will be rocolved by mall or in any 
other than in the manner provided by said Chap- 
ter 19fi, except by filing in the office of the 
Assessors tint list provided by Section 12, of 
Chapter 29?, of Acts of 1884, os amen led by 
Chapter 200, of Acts of 1888. 

PrrNon* holding minim in trnxf, whether 
for minors or othoi wise, are particularly request- 
ed to furnish tho Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

M lint entiiiv* of pcrtoui decease*! have 
been divided during tho past y. ar, or have 
changed hands from othe r muses, the Executors** 
Administrat* rs, Trustees, or other persons inter- 
ested, aro required and warned to give notice of 
such change; and in dofault of such notice will 
be held lo pay the tax assessed, although such 
state ha* beeu wholly distributed and paid over. 


Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, ClinritnOle, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with tbe requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons and corpora- 
tions aro hereby required to bring in to the 
Assessors of Newton on any day from May first 
to the first day of July next, true lists of all real 
and personal estates belli by such persons and 
corporations respectively for literary, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purposes on the ttr.t day 
of May, 1892, together with statements of the 
amount of all receipts ard expen* itures by such 
person or orporation for said put pose durirg the 
year next preceding said first day of May; such 
lists and statements to be in such detail as may 
be required by tbe tax commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 17?, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any mortgager or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to tho Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies, at tho time specified 
for bringing in tho list as provided in Section 
thirty-eight of Chapter eleven of tbe Public 
Statutes, a statement under < ath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, aud the name and res deuce of evety 
holder of an interest therein as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. When such property is situated In 
two or more places, or when a recorded mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more ostates or parts 
of an estate, an estimate of the amount of the 
mortgagee’s Interest in each ei-tate or part of an 
estate shall be given in such statement. The 
Assessol-8 shall, Irora such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests of mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess the 
same. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Rea) 
Estate, a statement 1 b not brought in as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year ou 
such Real Estate shall he invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee’s interest therein has 
not beeu assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxab.e 
to a firm, buteach resident partner must include 
these items in his individual teturu. Owners and 
agents of ships and vessels engaged iu the foreign 
carrying trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, 
of Chapter It of the Public Statutes, for the form 
of return required to obtain exemption from 
taxation upon the valuation of such properly. 
Huld returns to be made to the Assessor* ou or 
before Juue first. 

Any person bringing In a list of all his tax- 
able personal property will be assessed upon the 
valuallou thereof, and any person neglecting to 
furnish the Assessors with such list within the 

i me above speciiiid, will be doomed at a legal 
meeting * f the Board of Assessors agreeably to 
the laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal propel ty must be iu writing and sub 
scribed uuder oath before oue of the Assessors 
on or before the tifteeulh day of June, aud that 
the Personal l’ropeily of a.l taxuble porsoi s 
must be estimated by the Board, uot withstand* 
lug uny verbal statement or informal written 
communication to uny one or more of the As- 
sessors.— l'ub. Btat. Cligp. li, Sec. 39 aud 41. 
When a person bus failed to bring iu a list or 
Bcliodulo of all his tuxable property, iu conformi- 
ty to this notice, uo abatement of a tax assessed 
on Personal Estate to such porsou can be grant- 
ed, "unless such tux exceeds by nore than fifty 
per cent, the amount which would have beeu 
assessed to that person on Personal Estate if be 
had sear onably brought In Baid list; aud if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, the said 
amount, the abatement shall be ouly of tbe ex- 
cess above the said fifty per cent."— Pub.Statutes, 
Chap. II, See. 73.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

T11K 8TRF.KT RAILWAY OKT8 LOCATION 
KOH POLKS ANI> WUIK8. 

The board of aldermen mot in special 
session Monday evening and listened to I 
the records of several meetings and some I 
routine business. Mayor Hibbard pre- i 
sided. The Newton it Bjston Strcot I 
Hailway Co. asked for a location on tho 
business streets of Upper Halls, in re- 
sponse to requests from people of that 
soction ; on Oik, Elliot, to Chestnut, to 
Summer, to High stroets. 

Alderman Hyde said that ns ho under- 
stood the company di.1 not intend to 
build the loop at present, he moved that 
tho petition he referred to tho Highway 
committee, and n heating bo granted for 
June 27th, at 7.30; passed. 

W. C. Strong and eight others naked 
to have Winsor road, Waban, accepted 
as a public highway. Referred. 

The Now England Telephone company 
asked again for a location on Winthrop, 
Temple, Putnam nnd Prince streets, 
Alderman Hyde said tho matter had 
been before the board within two 
months, and as tho manager of tho com- 
pany was present ho moved that he he 
beard as to why a hearing should be 
given. 

The latter said that the company had 
many petitions from residents in that 
vicinity for telephones, but could not 
grant them, as it had no place to run 
wires. One of the residents over whoso 
grounds the wires crossed had notified 
the company that these wires must be 
removed at once or he should cut them. 
He also read a lotter from eight resi- 
dents on the streets named, asking for 
poles, so they could have metallic ser- 
vice. The* names were as follows: 
Messrs. Train, Palmer, Day, Wood, Ayer, 
Alley, Howe aud the Neighborhood Club. 

The matter was referred to the license 
committee and a hearing granted for 
June 27th, at 7.25. 

Chas. Esty, who asked for damages re- 
ceived from his horse being frightened 
by a steam roller, was given leave to 
withdraw. 

S.W. Dike and others asked for granite 
edge stones on the corner of Hancock 
and Fern streets. 

The highway committee reported on 
petition of Harbach heirs, to have the 
width of Beacon street over 50 feet dis- 
continued, and the land taken restored 
to them, recommending that their peti- 
tion be granted when they had signed a 
release of all claim for damages. 

Alderman Wilson presented au order 
authorizing the mayor to modify and 
change the agreement with the Cottage 
Hospital, so that the $3,000 appropriated 
for the^ hospital be paid for those 
patients who have a settlement in the 
city and that claims for those not having 
a settlement here be collected from the 
commonwealth or towns whore they be- 
long, as allowed by law, and paid over 
to the hospital. 

Alderman Harbach asked for an ex- 
planation of tho order. 

Alderman Wilson said the overseers of 
the poor had had trouble in collecting 
for outside poor, treated in the hospital, 
and this was to remedy that. 

Aldermen Coffin said he had had a 
talk with Mr. J. R. Lceson, aud lie had 
said that the mouey returued to the city 
for the care of outside poor in the hos- 
pital, was not given to the hospital but 
was kept by Agent Mosman. The 
hospital authorities thought they were 
entitled to the money. 

Alderman Hyde asked what member of 
the board had been made a trustee of the 
hospital, according to tho plan arranged 
at the begiuning ot the year. 

Mayor Hibbard sa.d he was the mem 
ber but he bad not takcu any part as he 
was waiting for the opinion of the city 
solicitor as to whether it was legal. 

The question was then tabled until the 
next meeting to give a chance for Agent 
Mosman and others to he heard. 

Au order was passed giving the New- 
ton Street Kiilwaya location for poles 
aud wires ou Claris and Waluut streets, 
to carry power for the Newton & Boston 
Street Railway. 

The city treasurer was authorized to 
turn over to the trustees of the Free 
Library, the securities left by the will 
of the late David B. Jewett, inventoried 
in February at $5,515.43. Their value 
then was read and certain mem- 
bers of the board secmeci to be very 
familiar with the stock market, as they 
Haiti the values had changed a great deal 
since that date, and they were quite 
a; xious to kuow if the city bad to 
guarantee the stocks. 

Mayor Hibbard said all they had to do 
was to turn them over to the library as 
tsoon as possible. 

Sewers were ordered laid on George 
sueet, Jewett, Knowles, Regent, Ripley, 
M iple 1'ark aud private land from 
I’leasant street to the reservoir.

LASELL’S COMMENCEMENT. 


REV. S. A. STEELE DELIVERS T1IE BAC- 
CALAUREATE SERMON. 

Rev. S. A. Steel of Nashville, Tenn., 
preached tho baccalaureato sermon be- 
fore the senior class of Lasoll Seminary, 
in the Congregational Church, Auburn- 
dale, Suuday morning. Beside tho sem- 
inarians, there was a large attendance of 
residents aud visitors. 

Tho preliminary exercises consisted of 
the invocation by Rev. Alvin Cutler, pas- 
tor of the Auburndale Congregational 
Church; singing by the church choir and 
quartet; Scripture lessou by Dr. Steel, 
aud prayer by Prof. Brown, D. D. , of 
Boston University. 

Rev. Dr. Steel took bis text from Isaiah 
llii.,2: “He shall see of the travail of 
his soul, aud shall be satisfied.” In bis 
sermon he said: 

It is of the secret of success in life that 
I desire to impress upon these young 
ladies. The secret of success lies in fel- 
lowship with the sufferings of Jesus 
Christ. “The travail of his soul”— what 
is the meaning of these words in the 
text? I assume that the whole chapter 
is a reference to the sufferings of Jesus 
Christ. The words of the text meau that 
Christ was a sufferer, a perfect sufferer. 

Jesus Christ was a perfect character; 
tho infidels aud skeptics admit that. 
Iugersoll says he has uo fault to find 
with Jesus Christ, but with Christian- 
ity. 

The mystery of Jesus Christ is that He 
was a perfect character and a sufferer, 
he was a vicarious sufferer. He suffered 
not for hi nself, but for others. 

Vicarious suffering is all around us, it 
is a part of God’s system. 

What will not love make a woman do? 
The mother will never turn against her 
son, even if he be a criminal, it was the 
love of God that gave Jesus to die upou 
the cross for the redemption of the 
world. 

Addressing the members of the grad- 
uating class, Rev. Dr. Steel said: 

“Tbe real satisfaction iu life you will 
find is purchased through suffering. The 
chasleuiug effects of a great sorrow have 
a great iutlueuce for good in a human 
life. Your greatest strength and cour- 
age come from suffering and sorrow. 
Take up your cross, therefore, and re- 
member that by God’s grace you will be 
lifted upward, and iu the end find the 
crown.”

SAVED TWO FROM DROWNING- 


MISS BERTIF. BURR TO RECEIVF THE GOV- 
ERNMENT’S OOLD MEDAL. 

A decided stimulus is likely to bo 
givou to the cultivation of athletics at 
girls’ college by an award decided upon 
Monday at the treasury department at 
Washington. 

Representative George Fred Williams 
of Massachusetts appeared before the 
board which awards medals for heroism 
in saving life and urged that a medal bo 
given to Miss Bertie G. Burr of Nebraska 
for rescuing two young ladies from 
drowuing in the Blue river near Crete, 
Neb., last summer. 

A number of young ladies were bath- 
ing iu tho river, whon one of them threw 
up her hands and disappeared, sinking 
twice in 20 feet of water before Miss 
Burr could go to her rescue. 

Miss Burr was the only swimmer in 
the party of five or six, aud pi tinged 
boldly into the swift current, bringing 
tho drowning young woman safely to 
shore. . 

Another young woman waded so far 
out into the stream under the excitement 
of tho moment that she was carried off 
her feel by the current, and Miss Burr 
swum out again and brought her safely 
to shore. 

Thu striking fact about this double 
rescue was not only that Miss Burr was 
the only swimmer iu tho party, but that 
she had learned to swim at Lasell female 
seminary at Auburndale, Mass. The 
principal of the seminary, Prof. Bragden, 
wrote a Strong letter ou tho subject to 
Representative Williams and Mr. Williams 
went to the treasury department aud 
presented the case so strongly to the ex- 
amining board that it was voted unani- 
mously to grant a medal. The courage- 
ous young womau, if Secretary Foster 
approves the report of the examining 
board, will enj >y a further distinction iu 
the fact t hat her medal will be of gold 
instead of silver. 

Silver medals are grauted for displays 
of heroism, and gold medals aro granted 
rarely for cases of extraordinary dariug 
and endurance. Miss Burr did not in- 
tend to go into the water at all ou the 
day of the rescue because she was not 
feeling in the best of spirits; but when 
she saw tho danger of her companions 
she took no account of her own feelings, 
but, recalling her training ut Lisell, 
plunged bravely iuto the stream. 

The treasury officials regard it as one 
1 of the most striking cases of courage aud 
self-possession which has been brought 
to their attention, und as, perhaps, more 
remarkable, though not more creditablo, 
iu being displayed by a carefully edu- 
cated society girl rather than by a fisher- 
man’s daughter or some one accustomed 
to such risks. 


“May make such laws and regulations 
as are not repugnant to the constitution 
of t he Common wealth.” 

“Shall be holden to pay all damages 
that may arise to any person or corpora- 
tion by reason of taking such land for the 
road.’ 

“It crossing any private way shall so 
construct as not to obstruct, the safe and 
convenient use of such private way.” 

Legislature may reduce the tolls.” 

This has always been a very dangerous 
crossing. Approaching trains from the 
East being seen for a distance ro short, 
with doublo tracks and doublo speed. 
Years ago we called the attention of the 
Railroad and of the City to it A flag- 
man which we persistently urged, would 
have saved this young lady’s life.

The Greenwood Avenue Crossing. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

The account of the terrible accideut ut 
the Greenwood avenue crossing in one of 
the Boston papers was accompanied by 
the statement that the crossing was not a 
public one. Can you tell us, by what 
authority it is proclaimed this is not a 
public crossiug? We have with others, 
for many years, owned Und and buildings 
witb uo other access to towu or city road 
but this, and it was the same when tbe 
Worcester R. R. obtained its charter, 
when tbe Railroad purchased the strip of 
laud shuttiug the farm from uuy other 
access to the Towu ltoad, reserving this 
crossiug as the only dependence of a 
large tract of laud extending to the south 
side of tho hill by the opened way of 
Greenwood avenue, aud it has been uu 
open public way ever since the railroad 
was built. Moreover, tbe charter giving 
leave to take any laud chosen for their 
purpose, making the road responsible for 
all damages. These are tire words of the 
charter: 

“Provided all damage that may be oc- 
casioned by any person or Corporation 
taking such land or materials for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, shall be paid for bv said 
Corporation as hereinafter provided.” j

OUR REL ITIONS WITH CANADA. 

KNATOR MCPHERSON’S MINORITY RRPOHT 
ON TIIR BUIMKCT. 

Senator McPherson of Now Jersey 
submitted a strong minority report to 
tho National Senate on behalf of the 
Democratic members of the special sub- 
committee on rotations with Canada. 

Senator McPherson declares that at 
tho very outset of tho investigation it 
was evident that his colleague, Senator 
Morrill of Vermont, when judgod by the 
line of examination ho was pursuing, 
was most desirous of scouring evidence 
that would tend to show that the Cana- 
dians boar the entire burden of duties 
imposed on their oxports to the United 
States, aud that tho increnso in duties 
under the McKinley act had not tended 
to advance the prico of nny article to the 
American consumers. Senator McPherson 
oontinues as follows: 

Evan if this contention bo conceded, it 
is difficult to see how the producers of 
tho Unitod States will be benefited, ap- 
plying, as we must, tho same principle 
to our exports to Canada that Mr. Morrill 
would insist upon as the governing 
principle as regards imports from Canada. 
The statistics for 1890 give our export 
values to tho Dominion of Canada at 
$33,044,857, subjeot to Canadian customs 
laws, while our import values from these 
countries for tho same year were $30,590, 
303, Mibjcct to American customs laws. 
For the fiscal year 1801 our exports to 
tho Dominion of Canada have decreased 
$1,470,890, whilo our imports from tho 
said countries had decreased only $107 
177, thus showing conclusively that the 
effects of the McKinlcv act had been 
more disastrous to us than to our Cana- 
dian neighbors. The whole subject 
might well be dismissed here, as proving 
from tho above statistics that the im- 
position of duties by both countries is of 
no value to the people of either country. 

Canadian competition is necessarily 
confined almost entirely to the products 
of the forest and the farm, and may 
properly bo Rtated ns comprised in two 
classes: In tho first class we will place 
such products as wheat, cattle, beef, pork, 
butter, cheese, etc., all of which are ex- 
ported by both countries to a foreign 
mat Iceland the prices for which are fixed 
in European markets, and, to reach which, 
the Canadian exporter lias a decided ad- 
vantage in respect to the cost of trans- 

S ortation. Under normal conditions the 
anadian exportor cannot expect to mar- 
ket such products upon this side of tho 
lino without feeling the full force of the 
tax which our tariff imposes. 

If, however, as often occurs, an ab- 
normal demand is made on this sido for 
such product, owing to bad seasons, loss 
of crops, and other unavoidable causes, 
the tax in turn is transferred to the 
shoulders of the American consumer, and 
becomes what the more auxious buyer is 
obliged to pay, and not what the less 
anxious seller is willing to accept. 

A forcible illustration of this is found 
in the article of butter imported from 
Canada for the years 1890 and 1S91. In 
1890 we imported 34,900 pounds of butter 
from Canada; in 1891 we imported from 
Canada 351,391 pounds of butter. Iu the 
first year of the McKinley act the impor- 
tation of butter had increased nearly 700 
per cent, notwithstanding the duty had 
been increased 50 per ceuf. 

It will scarcely ho denied, in view of 
the large export to the Unitod States, 
that our markot afforded the best outlet 
for Canadian butter; and, in order that 
ray honorable colleagues might know 
who paid tho duty, I addressed a letter 
upon this subject to the well known firm 
of Stephen Underhill of New York, the 
largest dealers in this country in Cana- 
dian nutter. The response is as follows: 

In reply to your questions in respect to our 
trade with tho Dominion of Catania in the article 
of butter, I beg to say that In tho year 1891 we 
purohated largely iu Canada, aud the prices paid 
ranged from 15 to 22 cents per pound, the latter 
for extra creamery, and that In all cases we paid 
the duty and charged the duty, costs and prolll 
upon consumers here. M. W. Carr. 

Senator McPherson shows like peculiar 
effects of tho McKinley law in regard to 
barley, malt, hops, hay, eggs, potatoes, 
boaus, horses aud sheep.' The price of 
Canadian barley, he says, increased 14 
ceuts per bushel under an increase iu 
duty of 20 cents per bushel. 

The following facts are stated by the 
New Jersey senator in regard to coal: 

The testimony Bhows that at Eastport, 
Me., within a few miles of the groat coal 
deposits in Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, witli cheap water transportation, 
they were supplied from tho eoal fields 
of Pennsylvania. That the rates for 
transportation of this coal from New' 
York to Eastport was often as low as 50 
ceuts per ton, and that it was sold at 
Eastport slightly above Boston rates; 
aho, that American coal, hard and soft, 
had the entire oontrol of the Canadian 
market west of Montreal. It cost 20 
ceuts por ton to distribute coal iu and 
about tho harbor of Now York to con- 
sumers, This is the rate fixed by the 
coal combination, and I am credibly in- 
formed that it costs $1 per ton to trans- 
port coal to oonBumers at the principal 
New England ports. Is it not, therefore, 
amazing that the coal combine is longer 
permitted under the operation of our tax 
laws to reap its greedy harvest iu manu- 
facturing New Englaud, as well as the 
middle states? 


Tariff and Wages. 

While the delegates of tho republican 
party have been lauding at Minneapolis 
the benefits of a high tariff, an industrial 
war has been browing iu vyestern Penn- 
sylvania between the iron aud steel 
manufacturers aud the amalgamated as- 
sociation of irou aud steel workers. The 
employers are bent on making a general 
reduction in wages, ranging, according to 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, from 20 to 50 por 
cent. That the changes are really rad- 
ical is indicated by the Pittsburg Com- 
mercial Gazette, which says: “Never in 
the history of the western iron aud steel 
trades have there been such radical aud 
such important ebauges in wages pro- 
posed.” The only crises of eciual seri- 
ousness wore iu 18i9 aud 1880. Of course 
the labor unions are preparing to resist 
the purposes of tho employers in a 
struggle which may have life or death to 
their organizations us an issue. A re- 
duction of 10 per cont might be accepted 
by the amalgamated association, but tho 
manufacturers seem bouud to out deeper 
into the scale of wuges uow prevailing. 
If no compromise is reached, the country 
is promised a labor war of great iuteusity 
at the opeuiug of a presidential campaigu. 
Such an upheaval among the irou aud 
steel workers in resistance to a radical re- 
duction iu wages would be likely to in- 
jure the republican cause among the 


masses during tho critical days to come, 
whatever might ho tho real merits of tlio 
controversy.— Springfield Republican. 

Collector Board illustrated tho growth 
of tariff Reform .Sentiment at tho Re- 
publican Editoi’s Club by praising tho 
McKinley tariff as approaching more 
nearly to free trade than any other tariff 
wo have ever had and saying wo are moro 
of a free trade natiou than any except 
England . 

Harrison’s Renominatlon. 

Mr. J. R. Beeson was interviewed by 
the Boston Herald on President Harri- 
son’s rononiination and snid: 

“I think that tho convention acted 
wisely from ovory point of view. It is 
the opinion of thoso who stand high in 
tho councils of tho nation that the presi- 
dential chair has uover been filled by an 
abler man than tho prosont chief execu- 
tive. It is evident to thoso who Itayo 
watched President Harrison, aud aeon 
his manly purposo of fulfilling tho obliga- 
tions of his position, tbat he has had but 
otto sitiglo idoa in view, that of acquitting 
himself to produce the best and most 
lasLiug benefit to tho country. He is not 
a narrow partisan; he has shown great 
ability in public affairs, and ho has ad- 
hered to the principles of civil service re- 
form. His administration has been free 
from scandal, vulgarity and the com- 
monplace. 

“His courso upon tho free coiuage 
question has been above reproach, au 
honor to himself and a credit to his 
party. As a sincere admirer of Mr. 
Blaine,! am sinceiely thankful for the 
result of tho convention. Under the 
circumstances, I believe it to bn a much 
wisor decision that might have been ex- 
pected. 

“One of tho most gratifying foaturcs of 
President Hurrison’s renomination is that 
it came to him despite the persistent de- 
termination to defeat it by some of the 
moro objectionable elements in the Re 
publican party, and lie can, therefore, 
accept the renomination without a tinge 
of obligation to that element which has 
been a source of weakness rather than of 
strength.” 

Mr. Aldon Speare says: 

“President Harrison’s clean, straight- 
forward administration entitled him to a 
renomination. The platform adopted by 
the convention is entirely in accord with 
all that be lias said and done in the past. 
He can stand squarely upon it aud need 
not change his opinion upon any subject. 

I believe he will be, as he deserves, re- 
elected, no matter whom tho Democrats 
may nominate against him.”

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SINKING THE TRACKS. 


Ur. Curtis Abbott has an interesting 
•etter on the abolishing of Newton’s 
grade crossings in another column. He 
favors the sinking of the tracks, but unless 
the tracks could be sunk at least 15 feet, 
the oost to the city of regrading the streets 
vrould bo far greater than by th rt pro- 
posed elevation of tracks. At eleven feet 
the sewer diggers found an unfailing 
water supply, so that sinking the tracks 
more than ten feet would be imprac- 
ticable. That would mean at least an 
•eight foot grade up to every street cross- 
ting, the expense of which would be 
«normous, and the damages resulting to 
the business squares intersected by the 
railroad would be extremely large. By 
the elevation of the tracks, readers 
should remember that the most serious 
change in the grade of any important 
street is at Washington street, West 
Xewton, where the street is only lowered 
3.05 feet, and tho property adjoining 
would be very little damaged. Highland 
and Chestnut streets are only lowered 
about one fooi each, a comparatively un- 
important change. Walnut street, New- 
touville, is lowered three feet, but by 
sinking the tracks the grade would have 
to be raised at least eight feet, so that 
auy one can see which chauge would 
do the most damage, and as tho street is 
mow graded up to the tracks, the lower- 
ing of the street grade would do no harm 
to the drainage. Church street, Newton, 
would be impossible to bridge, if the 
tracks were sunk, without interfering 
seriously with Washington street, the 
$;rade of which for a long distance would 
^ave to be raided ten or twelve feet. 
Tlre'prt/pM^i cut of 5,00 feet by elevat- 
ing the tracks would briug the street 
down but very little below the grade of 
Washington street and the rest of 
QJhurcb street 

'Centre street is lowered one and a half 
tfeet, which would disturb but little the 
iacij'iucoag estates, but raising the grade 
tto 'Cross over the tracks wou'd damage 
every business bl *ck in Newton Wash 
angton street, Newtou, it is proposed to 
•cut down 4 1-2 feet, which would make 
ibut little change in the grade of the rest 
•of the street, as the crossing is now 
above the level of tbe street on each 
■side. Sinking the tracks here aud grad- 
firg up to a bridge, wouli be very expen- 
sive. 

As Mr. Abbott says, tbe question of 
«Jiin ages and jf expense to the city should 
Ibe cousideredtas that has a great deal to do 
'•vilh the decision. By siukiug the tracks 
•aud grading up the bridges, we make a 
■hill of every crossiug, and the city has to 
•do a great amount of filliug in, which is 
(expensive. By raisiug the tracks aud 
(sinking the streets, only a small amount 
•of excavating is called for, and the 
(Stieets are left more nearly on a level. 
Then he question of damages to adjacent 
(property by elevating the tracks or by 
•sinking them, can be illustrated by con* 
(sidering Walnut street at Newtouville or 
(Centre street, Newtou, where the most 
(Costly blocks are situated, aud a little 
lilguring would show the most iudiffereut 
upccuior the immense difference in the 
oxpense. We are glad to have the argu- 
i neuts for either plan brought forward, aud 
dlie 1/ tyor and aldermen are ready to lis- 
ten to every oue. 


ing of the trncks would not leave the 
view entirely unobstructed, ns a six or 
eight foot board fence would still he 
needed to guatd ngninst men nnd ani- 
mals falling into the tunnel, and that 
would he nearly ns objectionable as an 
embankment, which would be either of 
stone or neatly turfed over and plauted 
with shrubs and flowers. 

It is confidently expected that within 
a few years all suburban trains, at least, 
will bo run by electricity, which would 
do away with all the smoke and much of 
the noise. 

There is to be n hearing next Monday, 
at which all who have any objections, or 
anything they consider of importance to 
bring to the attention of the board, will 
be given an opportunity to give their 
views. 


It is reported that a petition is iu cir- 
culation, urging Mayor Hibbard to con- 
sent to serve the oity another year, until 
the many important enterprises now in 
progress, are completed, as people like his 
business like way of pushing things, and 
so much is to be doue next year in the 
way of sewers, elevating the railroad 
tracks, wideniug Washington street, and 
so ou, that it makes a good business man 
at the head of affairs a necessity. Some 
very prominent citizens are said to be 
back of the movement. There is also a 
report by way of another local paper that 
ex-Alderman Pettoe’s friends will pre- 
sent him as a candidate and give him the 
Republican nomination, and in case 
Mayor Hibbard refuses to run, some of 
the Republican managers have planned 
to run Alderman Harbach, and they aro 
said to have hadhim in training for some 
time. Then the north side of the city 
would probably enter a candidate and ex- 
Alderman Fenno has been spoken of,as 
an excellent representative of the north 
side of the city, and the Citizen’s party 
have had their eyes upon him for some 
time. There is prospect of plenty of ex- 
citement this fall in Municipal as well as 
in national politics. 

Mayor Hibbard earned the gratitude 
of the pareuts and children of Newton, 
by pulling the “No School” signal on 
Tuesday, ou account of the extreme 
heat. He thought it was nothing less 
than cruel to shut small children up in 
the top rooms of our wooden school 
buildings and leave them to suffer dur- 
ing such a day, and his thoughtfuluess 
has caused many favorable comments. 
A class room, exposed to the direct rays 
of the sun, as mauy of the schoolrooms 
are, on such a day as Tuesday, is about 
as uncomfortable a place for teachers 
and scholars as could be invented. When 
the thermometer gets into the nineties 
again, we hope Mayor Hibbard will re- 
peat his action. 

Tiie hot weather has brought out an- 
other strong argument against sinking 
the tracks through Newton, and thus 
cutting off any chance of pure air from 
the unfortunate passengers. As one 
man said, Monday, think what would be 
the condition of a tunnel after the 
passage of a hog train. The foul odors 
would remain for hours and combined 
with the coal gas aud other impurities, a 
journey to Boston would bo a thing to 
be dreaded. In another column Dr. C. F. 
C'rehore presents some excellent reasons 
against a tunnel, on account of its effect 
in checking the growth of Newton. 


The good work done by the section 
men ou the streets is even more apparent 
this year than last, and many abuttors 
help along matters by keeping the friuge 
of grass outside the sidewalks, nicely 
mowed. As the section men have a large 
district to cover, this is a great help to 
them and probably more people would 
have it doue if they only happened to 
think of it. When mowing the lawns, it 
only takes a few extra minutes to do this 
work, aud the highway committee feel 
very grateful that so mauy aid them in 
this matter. 

The news of Superintendent Aldrich’s 
election as one of the hoard of super- 
visors of Boston schools is unpleasant 
reading for Newton, where he has just 
entered upon his labors and given prom- 
ise of excellent work. It is expected 
that he will accept the profferred honor . 
as the salary is higher tbau the Newton 
oftice pays, and tho position is practical- 
ly for life. There seems to be a fatality 
about the school superiuteudency of 
Newton, which makes it impossible for 
us to keep auy man for auy leugth of 
time. 


THE ELEVATED TRACKS. 

It is evident from comments on the 
trains aud elsewhere that public senti- 
ment is generally iu favor of elevatiug 
tjie railroad tracks through Newtou. At 
Hist thought there are strong arguments 
: (gainst it, but any thorough considera- 
iliou of the matter shows that there are 
much stronger arguments ugaiust sink- 
ing the tracks aud making a sort of 
tunnel through the city, with its intense , 
llieat aud foul odors, from cattle aud hog 
•trains, besides those from coal gas and 
(natural causes, which would lie staguan: ! 
rail day, iu hot weather, and be far from 
ipleasaut for passengers. 

The mayor aud aldeimeu do not be- 
Uiuve iu taking hasty action, but iu giving 
•the fullest opportunity for investigation, 
; ***d for that reason they will visit Spriug- 
l ‘i eld aud Hartford next week, to iuspect 
(the way iu which the elevation of tracks 
•was make iu those cities, and also to see 
•if stone arched bridges can not iu some 
•way be made practicable for Newtou, as 
•there scums a general demand for them. 
'/They also visit llarlem uud New York 
• city to look at the suukeu tunnel, aud 
And out what are the objections aud 
what the advantages. 

They propose to give every oue who 
•es a chance to be heard. The sink-

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TENTH ANNUAL DRILL 

INTKRKRT1NU COMPKT1TION OF THK lllOlI 
SCIlOOI. BATTALION. 

It wan a picturesque Rcotie, that afford- 
ed by a g'yly costumed audience in 
which the fair sex predominated, an at- 
tractive landscape, martial music, uni 
forms decked with jfold lace, effect ivo 
decorative features and the pretty evolu- 
tions of a battalion of Newton’s student 
soldiers whoso excellent appearance and 
manly bearing is, perhaps, the most con- 
vincing argument of the value of mili- 
tary instruction as a part of the Uigh 
school curriculum. 

It was the tenth annual drill of the 
High school battalion, held last Satur- 
day afternoou on the High school 
grounds, and it attracted a large company 
of spectators. It is estimated that fully 
1500 persons were present. The High 
school girls formed a conspicuous ele- 
ment in the audience* their light cos- 
tumes contrasting effectively with the 
predominating darker hues of the sur- 
roundings. The officers of the calisthenic 
battalion wore the conventional blue 
skirt, blouse And jaunty CAp with its 
insignia of gold lace, and occupied scats 
in frout, commanding n fine view of the 
field. Near by wore members of the 
faculty and the usual representation of 
^ J.be school board, city government aud 
neighboring school military organizations 
including the Institute of Technology, 
Boston Latin, Chauncy Hall, Malden 
and Brookline schools. The decorations 
deserve more than a passing uotice, 
especially ns the tasteful arrangement 
and draping was the work of the girls of 
the several classes. The trees on the I 
parade ground were given a rod dress, 
yellow streamers caught up by black 
bows were festooned upon the side of 
the High school building, the residences 
opposite were decorated with white 
streamers and the overhead panel of the 
central house in the group bore the 
figures “92, ’’significant numbers to those 
who in the future will look back upou 
the record of the senior class of that 
year. 

The battalion marched on the field 
at 2.30 o’clock and gathered inspiration 
from the patriotic selection reudered by 
the Salem Cadet baud. The line was 
formed by Adj. Crafts and immediately 
thereafter the drill in the mauual was 
inaugurated under the direction of Maj. 
Thomas. At its close various battalion 
marching movements were executed. 
Following the battalion drill canic an 
interesting event, that of the company 
competition for first and second prizes, 
Co. li. first took the field and made a 
creditable exhibition, excelling in. its 
work in the manual. Iu the general 
drill it was surpassed by Co. C, the noxt 
claimant for honors, the latter showing 
more steadiness. Co. A. made a fine 
showing, both in the manual and march- 
ing movements aud I) proved a favorite 
with the crowd. The latter company is 
made up of the younger element of 
the school, and considering its re- 
stricted opportunities, having had the 
benefit of only one year’s military 
iustruotion, is entitled to much praise 
for making a strong bid for Becond prize. 

The individual competition, of course, 
stirred up the enthusiasm of the specta- 
tors. The squad was made up of 43 
picked men under command of Adj. 
Crafts. In the seepud round only 29 ap- 
peared and they were destined to a tough 
ordeal, being put through a very severe 
drill introducing the most difficult tests 
in the manual. Some of the inen 
weakened ou account of the heat aud 
only the best drilled men were able to 
meet the demands of the sharp judging. 
In the final round only five were left of 
the original squad, Bosson, Ilollis, Priest, 
Iniuau and Vose. They were put 
through a 15-minute drill, and it seemed 
a difficult matter to pick the winners, 
the men being apparently on almost eveu 
terms so far as steadiness aud proficiency 
in the manual were concerned. After 
they left the field the company competi- 
tion was completed and an exhibition 
given by the artillery and signal corps. 
The brass field piece attracted a great 
deal of attention and the artillery squad 
demonstrated its skill iu handling it. An- 
other interesting feature of the exercises 
was an exhibition given by the drum 
aud bugle corps in command of ex-Drum 
Maj. J. G. Holmes. The work of the 
signal corps aud artillery squad was 
most favorably commented upou aud

How Shall Grade Crossing be Abolished 

To ths editor of the OnArntc: 

Tho interest in this question at the 
present time contcrs in Newton, and as 
tho change is likely to bo mndo hero 
without learning by the experience of 
other suburban towns, carefulness is 
required in order to guard against 
mistake. 

By a resolve of our state legislature 
upon the general subject, Gov. Amos in 
1888 appointed a commission of three 
eivil engineers, which wob to report as to 
the best methods for the abolition of 
j grade crossings on or boforo the onsuing 
February. 

At a hoaring beforo this commission 
a plan by Engineer Noyes was submitted 
to abolish the grado crossings in Newton 
along the maiu line of tho Boston A 
Albany railroad, the principal feature 
being, to depresa the tracks deeply, to 
raise certain streets slightly and cross on 
bridges above the tracks. 

The subsequent report of tho commis- 
sion favored running the tracks undor 
the streets through Newton and Nov- 
tonvillo and ovor them through West 
Newton, tho work to bo accomplished 
by a division of tho cliango of grades of 
the tracks, and the streets between the 
railroad and the city, making tho burden 
much more mutual than as by Noyes’ 
plan. 

The latter plan advising a deep cut, 
imposed upon the railroad tho principal 
work of changing tho grades to the 
maximum required by public statutes 
[112-120|, which provides that no bridge 
shall be constructed over a railroad at a 
height less than eighteen fcot ; except by 
consent of the board of commissioners. 

The interest in tho general subject 
culmiuated in the statuto of 1800-ch-42S, 
which provides for the appointment of 
a special commission by the Superior 
Court, upon a petition being filed bv the 
authorities of a city or town and author- 
izes the court to 'make a decree upon a 
decision of such commission, which 
shall bo valid and binding, aud enforce- 
able by the court. 

An agreemeut of the towu and rail- 
road, through their proper authorities, 
shall bind thorn and have tho same force 
and etToct as a decree of the court. 

The preseut legislature by ch. 00 ex- 
tended the scope of the law so that as to 
Newton it shall apply to street crossings 
abevo grade as well as those on a level 
with the tracks. 

Ch. 312 of this year touches the geueral 
powers aud duties ef the special com- 
mission. 

These acts embody the statute laws of 
chief interest. 

Reverting to the roattor of plans, cue 
has recently been advanced by the rail- 
road corporation for raising tho tracks 
ami depressing tho streets, the latter to 
dip under tho tracks with headway vary- 
ing from twelve to fourteen feet. 

More details of this plan are to be 
found in the Graphic of May 20. 

It should be kept in mind that the less 
the tracks can be sunk and remain 
sufficiently above water level for drain- 
age, the greater the noed of raising the 
streets which cross those tracks as they 
influence the grades of other streets aud 
of abutting estates. If the inference 
follows that the tracks must be sunk, 
though not too low for drainage and the 
streets be raised to meet the rest of the 
requirement, why not accept it, oven 
though the depressiou of the tracks 
could not, from the conditions, be enough 
to seriously impair the view of admirers 
of the landscape through this congest- 
ing district? 

This plan of the railroad crossings in- 
volves increising the grade now existing 
east of Newtou aud within tho tide mar- 
gin, running the trains aloug a ridge 

urely artificial, and the building of 

ridges wherever the embankmeut is cut 
by a street. 

As the railway here runs at the base of 
a ridge on its south, and is bordered by 
another well defined, though more gradu- 
ally ascending ridge Jon its uorth side, 
and is generally iu the lowest point be- 
tween, there should be some good reason 
why this conformation of the land is left 
out of the account. 

Is the bottom of this valley so low that 
the tracks must be raised if moved verti- 
cally? A railroad with its regular grades 
, may be drained from a plane but little 
above the water level and in view of the 
material used for its roads and rolling 
stock no such degree of drainage is re- 
quired as for highways and the homes 
which abut them— though one might 
suppose from what has lately appeared 
on the subject, that railway traclcs and 
car-wheels were peculiarly soluble in 
water, requiring that our streets and our 
homes should be graded downward— the 
inevitable tendency of laying our 
thoroughfares umler the tracks— iu order 
not to drown the railroad. 

If we suffer our streets to run under 
the tracks, the grade of the streets of 
Newton, especially those in proximity, 
must he depressed accordingly, if the 
streets are depressed, the abutting estates 
follow the same law, and to escape malaria 
the occupants may need to become 
mouud-buildeis. 

In comparison with the homes of our 
wives aud children, the railway car for 
suburban service need be no palace. 
Newspaper reading, viewing the land- 
scape and geueral comfort are secondary 
considerations. The nearer the railway 
approaches to a chute for rapid transit to 
and from Boston, the better will it meet 
the requirement of business. 

To effect this let the engine-drivers 
heart be gladdened, as it always is. by a 
solid road bed as exempt from bridges 
i underneath as the conditions permit. 

Nature builds with her heavy materials 
at the bottom and the architecture of man 
seeks to follow this law. 

If a common interest were building 
this railway, aud the streets and city of 
j Newton, is there any question that the 
| order of their rising would be first above 
water level, the railroad, then the streets, 
and then the homes. Does not the law 
of health and comfortable living demand 
such orders? 

Before final actiou upon this matter, 
tho questiou of the law of damages 
should be considered. 

(1) Whether any statute could be 
framed to cover cases of damages where 
! H railway raises its grade, contiguous to 
estates but without taking auy land, and 
(2), whether if the tracks are to bo raised, 
further legislation is not uooessary or de- 
sirable iu the interest of such estates; — 

For the City cannot afford to enter into 
au agreement, or advance a plan will) the 
railroad corporation wbioh would un- 
necessarily endanger the private interests 
of a part of its property holders.

RUNNING A PONY EXPRESS. 

Kxcltlng Kxpcrlcnccs of n Mall Carrier In 
the Early Day* of tlic West. 

When the venerable Stevo Rttglos 
pulled off bin storm defier and touched 
up with a parlor match a goodly pinch 
of old Virginia natural leaf, ho was 
only a moment sending more than a 
cloud winding among his neigblxirs in 
•the Grand Pacific corridor. Steve had 
Come in from Denver a few hours be- 
fore and had been in the city just about 
long enough to not rare a blank wheth- 
er ho saw anything, anybody or any- 
where. 

“You can bet that I’ll show some of 
tlieso tenderfeet, if they tackle me, that 
I’m tho biggest glizzlv this side of 
the i>eak,” and Steve gyrated and de- 
scribed a few circles with his foot. 
“Nary jump in tho road are any of these 
hero umbrella swingin dudes goin tor 
step up next ter tne, for right sodden 
there’s goin ter lie er row. Now, there j 
caiu’t anybody realize any better than I 
kin that Chorea wgo is ther city of tber 
only World’s fair, but let me tell you, 
pardner, some of these young ducks what 
thinks they 'so got an immortal cinch on 
tho universe is goin ter get into n hull 
lot of troublo if they fools with this old 
cormorant from away out west.” 

Old Stove took an extra puff on his 
well seasoned black brier nnd settled 
into a reminiscent mood. Ho lmd taken ; 
part in many of tho early incidents of j 
tho border days, and when ho was in- 
clined could tell many interesting tales. 

“Why, young fellow, Nvay back in 
1849 I was one of the first of tho boys to 
tackle the pony express business. It 
didn't take much nerve tho way nerve 
weighs nowadays, but when yon come 
to look at it ill them days a fellow had 
to take all the chances of a lifetime, and 
it was a kinder ticklish job to tackle a 
horseback ride across tho Injun country 
alone. 

“I would start out from St. Jo, pony 
on the gallop from the second I put my 
hand on the saddle horn, and ther wan't 
no let up on that jump till I landed in 
Denver. Right through tho redskin 
country then, and now when you can 
look at ’em livin quiet down in Florida 
or occasionally kickin over tho traces 
up north, they ain’t a marker to what 
we had to deal with in thot country 
them days. It was likely to be a rnn- 
nin fight from start ter finish, and 1 am 
only sorry tliet yer didn't livo ter write 
erhout thet old time from actual ex- 
perience.” 

“Tell me something about the pony 
express.” 

“Well, of course it’s an old story 
about how she was started and run un- 
til tho stages and railroads knocked the 
business out. But in the early days of 
that gallopiu mail arrangement a feller 
got all tho excitement he want d every 
trip. You know we wasn’t supjiosed to 
lose a second’s time along the r< ad, and 
many's the time I’ve ridden a qu rter or 
half a mile on the dead run with tho 
saddle cinches undone completely, so’s 
the minute I got ’longsido my change 
pony I’d lose no time transferring my 
saddle. 

“Fer a long time wo didn’t know 
whether er not we was goin to find any 
transfer still runnin fer our benefit, fer 
the ponies was good ones and the Injuns 
didn’t care much fer a mail er two when 
they was after bosses. Several times 1 
struck a deserted transfer station, saw 
the poor fellers lyin there with the top 
of their head gone, but I had to move 
on, as 1 had a tired pony and couldn’t 
lose time getting to the next station to 
change.” 

“Did you ever have any personal en- 
counters with the Indians, Mr. RuglesV” 

“You bet, hut don't call me Mr. 
Rugles; plain old Steve. Yes, I’ve heard 
the whizz of the arrer and hum of the 
bullet, have gone at a dead run with the 
bridle reins between my teeth, both 
hands busy with two six shooters, and 
have been plugged three times. That’s 
the narrowest escape I over had,” and 
tho veterun pushed back his gray hair 
and exhibited a scar that extended 
across the side of tho head on a level 
with tho left temple. 

“It was getting along toward night, 
and about tho time the pony began to 
act kinder queer I commenced to realize 
that Injuns was somewheres close. Sure 
enough, the first thing I knew, a gang of 
’em comes gallopiu from some timber a 
short ways off, yelliu and shootin. Pony 
and mo went fer all we wus worth, and 
then 1 remember holdin onto the saddle- 
horn and all grew suddenly dark. A 
heavy jolting woke mo up, and 1 fouud 
that my saddle had saved my scalp. 
Wounded and stunued, I lmd never lost 
my horse sense, yer might say, and I 
had hung ou all the time."

The Bribery Scandal.

Developments in the Legislature the 
past week have been of a character to 
impress tho peoplo of Massachusetts witli 
the necessity of exercisiug more care in 
the choice of representatives if they ex- 
pect to keep hold ou a decent ordering of 
the affairs of the state, and to avert 
anarchy. Nothing could be more dis- 
honest, more cowardly, more disgraceful 
than tlie final action of the House in 
playing into the hands of the lobby of 
ondowmeut swindlers. We do not be- 
lieve there is to he found in the legisla- 
tive annals of this state anyth ing one- 
quarter as shameful and humiliating ns 
this exhibition of political cowardice and 
downright collusion with kuavery and 
fraud. It wore bad enough that tho vote 
should have been as it was au the plain 
merits of the question; but wlieu wo 
remember that the House decided to 
postpone the mutter to the next Legisla- 
ture in accord with the demands of the 
orders, and also refused to reconsider tho 
action, right in the face of the fact that 
two reputable members were ready to 
swear that they had been offered $50 
each for their votes iu favor of the 


orders,— tho action of tho House almost 
passes belief. 

It wore a consummation most devoutly 
to bo wished that tho investigation of 
bribery oases now instituted could bo 
pressed so far as to lift tho veil and re- 
veal all tho greasy trails which "boodle” 
has loft about tho statehouse during the 
present Reason. Homo such a whirlwind 
of exposure is apparently needed to 
arouso the people to a more caroful in- 
spection of the character of tho men who 
Rook their suffrages for a seat in the 
Legislature, and to holding this body to 
a moro quick and certain responaihility. 
Suspicion boforo pointed to tho wide pre- 
valence of sharp and oorrupt practice on 
the part of corporations seeking favorable 
legislation and tho existence of a large 
element in the Legislature which miglit 
RiicceasRiiily ho “worked.” The testi- 
mony of Representatives Morso of Hold- 
en and Simonds of Barro foods strongly 
to confirm this suspicion. Is it probable 
that these two were the only representa- 
tives “approached?” Aro there others 
who wore, and who nro equally incor- 
ruptible? This is a time when honest 
men in tho Houro who know anything to 
the point should como forward. If all 
such do their duty, it will be poasiblo no 
doubt to get hold of linos of inquiry 
which may lead to tho exposure of the 
whole measure of corruption that may 
exist. The men who instigated this in- 
vestigation and who aro conducting it 
have now a possible opportunity to win 
great honor from the people by proceed- 
ing wisely nnd fearlessly.

AT THE MODEST SPEED OF THREE 
HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR. 

Mr. l.oelisr'H Invention* rind I lie ItiMimrli 

nWr Claims Mario In Its llrhatf— An- 

oiler Addition to llie Literature nl 

Aerial Navigation. 

Charles G. Loolx»r, a lawyer of Union 
Itreot, in tiiis city, has invented a b.vh- 
lem of aeriel navigation which he claims 
will solve the question and |>ennit 
vessels of any size and weight to go 
through the air with the greatest of 
ea&u, safety and rapidity if constructed 
on his principle. His invention is based 
on his discover}’ of means which make 
the air unyielding to force and impact, 
and this unyielding state of tlio air he 
has named anthexis, from the Greek, 
moaning that which sustains force with- 
out yielding. It must not be inferred 
from the statement that Mr. Loeber is a 
lawyer that be has devoloped his Bystem 
and jierfected his invention without an 
acquired knowledge of its surroundings. 
He lias given aeriel navigation bis care- 
ful study for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and especially- has studied tho 
quality of the air or atmosphere, and 
one of his notable inventions is an air 
pump. 

This uow invention has had os yet no 
practical test, because no mncliine for 
navigation has yet been constructed. 
The inventor claims, however, that he 
has satisiied himself of its correctness 
beyond a doubt. Ho naively states that 
his position is the same as that of most 
inventors. Ho lacks the funds. Not 
that lie is without means, hut the amount 
needed to build a vessel of tho proper 
size for conveyance would ho ijtfO.OOO, 
and he says that $oO,OUO is a large 
amount to some men. Ho also wants 
the privilege of control in the matter of 
construction, which means a great deal 
to capitalists. At the same time he is as 
hopeful and also as buoyant as his ma 
chine will be, according to his state- 
ments, and believes that tho opportunity 
will come for him to make, as he says, 
an epoch in history. 

When questioned as to the principle 
on which he works he said to a reporter: 

“If 1 were to detail to a thorough 
scientist, the strongest kind of a per- 
sonal friend, in the strictest confidence, 
the principle 1 work upon, there would 
enter into his acceptance of it an ele- 
ment of doubt, because it is opposed to 
all the present ideas of aerial navigation. 
The air is a i>ower substance, hut its 
power is occult and made manifest only 
by the use of means. The balloon is the 
means to obtain two- opposite vertical 
air columns and tho excess of the lower 
over the upper air column; vacuous space 
in tho pneumatic tube is the means to 
obtain the full pressure force of one air 
column. A third means which J have 
discovered brings forth anthexis. An- 
thexis is the foundation and embodiment 
of my invention of the air car. 1 can 
say no more than this at present.” 

The startling part of Mr. Loeber’s 
proposition is that he proposes his uir 
car shall l>o made of irou or steel to pre- 
vent fire; that its extreme length shall 
l>e feet; mean breadth, 27 feet; height, 
Rii feet; length and breadth of wings, 40 
and 27 feet; total wing area, 2,100 square 
feet, and that it shall have a net carry- 
ing capacity of 000 tons. The minimum 
unyielding air support underneath the 
wings, he says, will he 1,180 tons and 
tho area of the machine will he 40 square 
feet. The means through which an 
thexis ure brought forth are constant, he 
says, and the control of tho rudder ab- 
solute. Three Hundred miles an honr 
speed, according to his statement, are as 
easily obtainable iu the air as aro thirty 
miles an hour on land. The normal 
height of tho car in tho air will be above 
mountains, so as to keep it out of the 
zone of cycloues and an automatic 
register denoting tho height of tho car, 
coupled with a simple rule fixing the 
heights for tho various cars, will make 
collisions practically impossible. 

This is comforting to know. That 
this invention, if carried out, will prac- 
tically bring the millenium, Mr. Loel>er 
does not hesitate to say. As illustra- 
tions of the feasibility of his plan and 
the existence of anthexis, he uses the 
vulture, which, when weighted with a 
load heavier than itself, is able to rise 
iu the air to any distance. Were not 
tho air unyielding the bird would have 
no fulcrumago, and the air would slip 
by it. The bird does not obtain this by 
tho exertion of force, as is shown by the 
motionless wings of tho eagle poised iu 
air. In the case of the laden vulture 
the force ueedod would be a force equal 
the weight of tho vulture and its prey, 
added to that needed for fulcrumuge 
aud its flying force. This would make 
flight impossible, he claims, uuless na- 
ture hud provided a better means than 
simple force, and this, Mr. loeber says, 
he lias discovered. 

When culled upon to accouut for his 
discovery he claimed it wus due to prov- 
idential good fortune, added to many 
years of unremitting study expended on 
u subject us to which little or uothiug 
was already known, and all of which 
had to be elaborated by original concep- 
tion aud design. He suys u trial of the 
test car could bo made iu less than six 
mouths, aud then largo cars could lie 
built and air conveyance used as a regu- 
lar method of transportation. 

Who kiiows but tho aerial navigation 
aud trausj>orturion cowpauy, carrying 
passengers across all the continents and 
wastes of wuters, without seasickness 
or the duugers of dying of iudigestiou 
through the diabolical railway station 
puudwich, may be a thing of the near 
future, while the uieu who doubt, as did 
those opposing ocean steamers and loco- 
motive transportation, may have to re- 
cant us they did aud he glad to take a 
day olf iu the summer time for u cool 
evening iu Biboria uud return. All this 
is jtossible, according to Mr. Loeber, aud 
his standing in the community us a man 
of reason iu other matters warrant some 
degree of faith iu his sincerity aud sense.

HEARING ON ELEVATING TIIF. RAILROAD 


The board of aldermen met Monday 
evening, with all the members present 
and Mayor Hibbard in the ohair. 

A remonstrance was recoivod from H. 
n. Head against. taking land for sewer 
on Centro street. Referrod. 

,T. W. French and others asked to have 
gutters on south side of Washington 
street, Hunnewell Hill, concreted. 

G. T. Whittemoro asked for concrete 
walk on Washington street. 

J. C. Elms and others asked for sewer 
on Elmhurst road, Hunnewell hill. 

Henry Lee and three others asked to 
have the sewer committee confer with 
the Brookline authorities in regard to 
soworing their estates into the Brookliue 
sewer, as that is the natural outlet for 
them. 

M. R. Emerson and others asked to 
have the city lay a concreto walk on 
Church street, past the Karlow lot, with- 
out expeuso to the potitionors. 

The N. E. Telephone Co. asked for 
location for their polos and wires on 
GrAsmero street, and a hearing was 
granted for June 27th, at 7.35 p. m. 

S. M. Wormwood asked for license to 
build stable 07x30 feet on Woodbine 
street. 

The highway committee were author- 
ized to buy one horse and dispose of 
one, and $200 was appropriated. 

D. A. White gave uotice of intention 
to build two houses on Station street, 
one 34x40 and one 20x39 feet. 

R. T. Sullivan aod others asked to 
have Eliot street, through the ledge 
known as Scamp square, laid out to the 
width of 40 feet and accepted as a public 
highway. A hearing was granted for 
June 27, at 7.30. 

Lawrence Mayo gave notice of inten- 
tion to build house 41x48 feot on Chest- 
nut street. 

A. M. Hitcliings asked for sewer on 
Summitt street. 

Frank N. Dorr was granted license for 
private stable on Lake avenue. 

A sewer was asked for on Edinboro 
stroet by Mr. Dennison and others. $155,- 
000 was appropriated for city expenses, 
for the months of July, August and 
September. 

The water board was authorized to lay 
84 feet of 6 inch pipe on Hyde street, 40 
on Harrison street, 558 feot on Cottage 
street, and 110 feet of 1 1-2 inch off Crafts 
street, at a total expense of $940. 

The order passed in regard to paving 
only one side of the street railway track 
on Walnut street was rescinded. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde, who 
said the people of Upper Falls were 
afraid of iron poles, an order was pre- 
sented that the Newton & Boston Street 
Railway bo authorized to put up hard 
pine poles on Columbia, High, Summitt 
and Eliot streets. The order was tabled 
till the next meeting. 

TIJE NONAXTUM LICENSE. 

A hearing was then given on granting 
a 6th class liquor license to J. F. Ker- 
rigan. 

Councilman Forknall presented the 
protest of the societies and others 
against granting the same. He said Mr. 
Grace first asked for it and now his 
clerk asks. Said he was told by Mr. 
Grace that Kerrigan was not a member 
of the firm. Mr. Grace said Mr. Fork- 
nall was mistaken. Mr. Kerrigau was a 
member of the firm. 

In answer to Alderman Hyde said he 
had been a partuer for about a month. 
Mr. Grace said he had fitted up a fine 
store down there aud he felt slighted 
because none of the city government had 
called to see it. The hearing was then 
closed. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin, the 
committee on bath houses were author- 
ized to dispose of the bath house on 
Bulloughs Pond as their bust judgment 
should dictate. 

The Newton & Boston Street Railway 
were authorized to lay a copper wire 
from the end of their tracks opposite 
Bowers street to the Newton Street Rail- 
way tracks, for a return circuit. 

The Newton A Boston Street Railway 
also asked for a location on Bowers 
street, in order that their cars might not 
have to remain on Walnut street, and a 
hearing was granted for July 5, at 7.30. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde the 
thanks of the board were extended to 
Mr. John S. Potter, for the electric fails 
he had set up in the chamber, to cool off 
the board. 

Hearings were held on taking private 
land for sewer, from Sumner to Irving 
streets; Ilomer to Centre; Centre to 
Sumner, the laying out of Edinboro 
street; the acceptance of Lincoln street; 
re-location of Wuluut street and a sewer 
on Davis court. 

The communication of Thomas Nicker- 
son, withdrawing liis name from the 
petition for wideniug Beacon street, 
which he sigued under a misapprehen- 
sion, was presented. 

An order was passed rescinding the 
order required the Newton Street Rail- 
way to move their tracks from the side 
to the ceutre of River street, it being 
judged best to leave the tracks as they 
are. 

A hearing was given on the Clintou 
place sewer. 

Alderman Hyde said the question of a 
rifle range demanded the attention of 
the boaid, aud there was an exhibition { 
nlraot at the rifle pit on Thursday at 4 ' 

t >. m., which it would be well for the 
roard to attend. 

THE UHADK CJtOSblNU HEARING. 

The beariug on the petition to have no 
bridges in West Newton less than 14 feet 
in t lie clear was then announced, aud 
Mayor llibbard called on the petitioners 
in turn. Very few responded, aud the 
hearing took on a wide ruuge. ami in- 
cluded the whole subject of grade cross- 
ings generally, aud the different methods 
of doing away with them. 

Kx-Couucilroan Dutch was the first to 
respond aud said he thought the West 
Newton bridges should be at least 1 1 
feet above the street, to allow of loaded 
teams passing. 

Mr. 11. F. King gave some of the more 
obvious objections to depressing the 
tracks, aud said the elevation of tiro 
tracks seemed to oiler the most advan- 
tages to the greatest number of people, 
lie did not believe it would depreciate 
the value of property. He thought 
every opeuiug under the tracks should 
he made as ornamental as possible, aud 
that stone arches should be used instead 
of iron bridges. The .Springfield stoue 
arch was at least 8 feet at the inside 
edge. The Boston A Albany iu making 
their arguments for an increase iu 
their capital stock, said they ueeded at 
leabt four lnillious for separating the 
grades in Newton, aud their plans so far 
presented .do not cover an expenditure 


of over n million and a half, so that the 
question of the difference in expense be- 
tween stone arches and iron bridges 
need not be considered. He did not see 
why they did not take land in West 
Newton to straighten their curve, now 
thov were making a change. 

Mayor Hibbard said they had given it 
up because one of the large land owners 
wanted a dollar and a bait a foot for his 
land. 

Mr. King said be had beard of no one 
who asked more than 75 cents, but the 
city ought to have what was best for its 
interests, as the change was to bo a 
permanent one. He also gavo some 
particulars of the arch at Springfield, 
and if one could bo built iu that city he 
did not see why arches could not bo had 
in Newton. That arch is 14 feet, and 
tlio traffic has uo trouble in passing 
under it, the span being 70 feet. Ac- 
cording to what lto had heard of the 
plan of elevating the tracks the road 
wont up nnd down in irregular billows 
through Newton, instead of having oue 
regular lovel, nnd this for the sake of 
saving money for the road. 

As for tlie building an arch and 
operating tlio road at the santo time, Mr. 
King thought it could bo done, by build- 
ing half of it and operating two tracks 
only nnd tlieu building the other half. 
Engineers had done more difficult feats 
than that, and be would like to know 
how the road did at Springfield. Bridges 
were noisy and unsafe and must be kept 
iu constant repair. 

Alderman Sheppard suggested that 
witb an arch the road would have to be 
elevated three or four feet more in order 
to got the rails over it than with a 
bridge, but Mr. King did not think that 
would he so much of an objection. 

Mr. W. E. Sheldon said fie ltad felt it 
would bo bettor to elevate the tracks iu 
Nowton and Newtonville aud sink them 
in West Newton, and lie thought the 
grade of the road would allow of this, 
aud it would do away with the steep 
grade of Highland and Chestnut streets. 

Mr. Horatio King said he was sur- 
prised to think the city would cousent to 
have such a hump tbrought it as elevat- 
iug the tracks would prove. It would 
damage adjaceut property 25 per cent, 
aud he should muoh prefer to leave the 
traces as they are. There had only been 
oue death in ten years in West Newton 
at these crossings and if cars ran off an 
embankmont, it would kill more than all 
the crossings would kill in years. People 
will be killed anyway whether we have 
crossings or not. 

Mr. Geo. A. Walton said he was per- 
sonally interested, his property was so 
near the track but he had confidence in 
the board. The city was interested in 
having the most beautiful structure 
possible, and he thought the depression 
of tho tracks need not make a dark 
tunnel as the banks could be sloped aud 
grassed over, as is done in Brighton. 
He could see no reason for depressing or 
elevating the tracks, as an iron fence 
could be built all along the road, with 
guillotine gates at the crossings, which 
would shut everything out when they 
were down, and then there would bo 
absolute safety. Subways could bo 
built for light teams and foot passengers 
and that would be a practical way out. 
He didn’t believe any man in West New- 
ton would be so foolish as to seriously 
ask $1.50 a foot for land, and if there 
was euch a man be would like to know 
his name and help make it hot for him. 
When the land was really wanted it 
could be got at reasonable prices. If 
the road was to be elevated lie should 
prefer stone arches. 

Mr. CurtiB Abbot did not thiuk the 
question had been given as careful con- 
sideration as it should have, and the 
people were not yet awake to what was 
in the air. Uo was opposed to any hump 
through Newton, ana the road was not 
located right for it. The road was 25 
feet above tide level and it ought to bo 
depressed. Tho objection about the 
difficulty of drainage would all collapse 
if looked into, as the depression could 
be readily draiued. If the road must go 
up be favored it going up as high as pos- 
sible, as a high embankment would look 
better than if a low one. Thro was no 
good reasou for elevating the tracks. 

General Leonard said he was iu favor 
of extending Waltham street to Otis 
street and making it wide euough to do 
away with Highland and Chestnut street 
crossings if the road was to be elevated, 
but he believed in leaving the tracks as 
they were. It would be bad for Newton 
to have an elevated road. 

The hearing was then closed, no oue 
wishing to be heard. 

OTIIKIl MATTERS. 

E. H. Tarbell and others asked for 150 
feet of concrete walk on Bowdoin street. 
Francis Kavauagli asked for coucrete 
walk on Walnut street. 

The sewer committee recommended 
taking laud of D. W Gooch for sewer 
from Maple Park to Webster street; also 
taking land of Boston & Albauy It. It. 
and of Ilauiian E. Parson for drainage 
aud for sower; and hearings were ordered 
for July 5th, at 7.45 p. in. 

The board then went iuto executive 
session. 

After the executive session it was 
voted to grant a 6th class liqu or license 
to J. F. Kerrigan and the board ad- 
journed. 


STILL ANOTHER BOULEVARD. 

THE CARSWELL PLAN FOR OPENING UI* 
DKSIKAIILE LAND. 

The people of Newton are waking to 
the possibilities of the city, aud planniug 
for the growth of population, which is 
bound to come, by providing broad 
avenues betweeu tho several villages, aud 
i through undeveloped districts, says the 
i Boston Herald. 

j There is an immense amount of unused 
land, in itself admirably adapted to 
settlement, but luckiug iu means of 
. communication with the ceutres of popu- 
j latiou, aud with Boston, 
j The problem of bringing this laud iuto 
the market is a large one, and interests 
1 not only the owners, but the people at 
large. Those who look iuto the future 
| are urging that whatever is done be 
planned with a view to the time when 
! Newton shall havo grown far beyond its 
present population. Laud now is cheap, 
and wide streets and parks can never be 
secured for less expense than they can 
today. 

I What is known as the “Caswell” plan 
is for a boulevard from east to west 
through the heart of the eastern half of 
< the uity. Part of it would be eutireiy 
j new aud part would be the preseut 
, narrow streets widened and regraded. 

! The plan made includes the territory ly- 
ing along the Brighton line on the east, 

! about midway between the villages of 
Newton aud Newton Ceutre, on the north 
I aud south respectively, and Ceutre street 
| on the west. 

lu this district is a beautiful valley, 
with two pretty sheets of water, inclosed 
in a natural amphitheatre of high hills. 


Horo tlio apostle Eliot proached to the 
Indians* It is almost, entirely unoccupied 
by dwellings, and iR in pastures nnd 
thick woods. It is to make this lovely 
country available for homes that the 
boulevard is planned. It baa claims, 
however, as a thoroughfare as well, 
which will commend it the consideration 
of the people of the Garden city. 

There aro now no streets betwoon Ken- 
rick street on tho north. Lake street on 
the cast, the roRcrvoir on tho top of Wa- 
ban hill on tho Routli nnd a line running 
through the Eliot memorial, marked 
"Waban’s Wigwam’’ on tho map, on the 
west. It will be soon that tlio olnn pro- 
vides streets for a largo territory now un- 
provided with ways. 

Tho new boulevard in to begin at 
CheRtnut Hill avotiuo in Brighton and ex- 
tend to Walnut street, Newtonville. From 
tlio first named street to Lake street, op- 
posite the small driveway out of the 
reservoir grounds into South street, the 
latter way will bo utilized and widened 
to 100 feet or more. 

From tho junction of South and Lake 
stroots an entirely now road will be con- 
structed, swinging around the northern 
slopo of Waban hill, as shown in tho plan. 
As far as Montrose avenue, which is al- 
ready built, tho boulevard will be 135 feet 
wide, with parkways in tlio centro. Be- 

E inning at Montrose avenue, which will 
o incorporated into tlio new throughfure, 
tho way, 100 foet wido, will rise by an 
easy slope across Waverly avenue to tlio 
high altitude traversed by Cotton street, 
which, widened the samo ns Montrose 
avenue, will form the next link in the 
system. 

From tho junction of Cotton and 
Centro stroots tlio boulevard is to wind 
in a serpontino courso through the es- 
tate of the late Gardner Colby to Mills 
street. Tho latter is a narrow road run- 
ning through au undeveloped country, 
and terminating at Walnut street, New- 
tonville, near Bullough's pond. This 
street will be widened, and make a part 
of the new thoroughfare. 

The avenue here sketched lies in tho 
centro of the eastern part of the city, and 
would form a quick and direct route 
from the resorvoir to Newton and New- 
tonville. 

From the point at which tho avenue 
would cross Waverly avenue to tho New- 
ton station is 1 mile and 550 feet; to the 
Newton Centro station, 1 mile aud 150 
feet; to Walnut street, at the end ol tlio 
boulevard, 1 mile and 1,600 feet. 

Turning toward Boston, the route from 
the same point to the Three Roads, the 
junction of Beacon street, Commonwealth 
and Brookline avenues in Boston, is 3 3-4 
miles long, via the new boulevard and 
Beacon street; by way of Kenrick street 
extended, Washington street. Brightou 
avenue and new Commonwealth avenue, 
it is 250 feet further. 

It will be seen that the dislauce is not 
so great as might be thought at first 
glance and not beyond the limit of easy 
communication by electric oars. 

It is part of the plan to provide electric 
car communication between the centre of 
the Wabau valley and Boston by the 
route last named. To make this practi- 
cable it will bo almost necessary to ex- 
tend Kenrick street from Lake street to 
Foster street, in order to avoid the heavy 
grade of Lake street. 

The railroad would join the Oak square 
line of the West Eud on Washington 
street. This line will probably have to 
be operated by the Land Owners’ As- 
sociation at the beginning, at least. The 
route into Boston indicated includes a 
line over new Commonwealth avenue, 
which is not built, but for which Allstou 
people are very anxious. Until it is, all 
passengers west of that place must reach 
the city through Brookline. 

The proposition is to roughly build the 
boulevard at private expence, under the 
direction of the city engineer of Newton, 
tho municipality to finish the roadways 
and receive releases for the land. It is 
understood that this plan has the ap- 
proval of about 85 per cent of the land- 
owners affected, and that already releas- 
es have in many cases been made to a 
third party for the benefit of the city in 
case the scheme is carried out. 

The plan does not antagonize any other 
for a boulevard as it touches virgin terri- 
tory. The projectors believe that the 
municipal government will endorse it as 
the increased taxablo value of the land 
traversed will more than offset the cost 
of completing tliff roads. 

In connection with this plan, although 
in lo wise dependent upon it, is a pro- 
posal to lay out a water parkway about 
Strong’s and Chandler’s ponds, which are 
admirably suited to the purpose. Be- 
tween Centre and Walnut streets are 
other small bodies of water and streams 
that could also be utilized to good ad- 
vantage iu this way. 

People aro learning that a natural 
water-way is a splendid nucleus .for a 
park. 


The Grade Crossings. 

To the Editor of the Ghat me:— 

When 1 read' the statement in your is- 
sue of week before last that “the Bostou 
A- Albany Railroad company would never 
consent to lower their tracks tbiough 
the northern Wards of Newton, and 
probably could not be made to do so,” I 
at once made up my mind that it was 
high time that the city should show a 
little spirit about tlio nutter. When wo 
are asked to meet the corporation iu a 
“friendly manner,” to see what can be 
done about the separation of grades 
through the city, it seems hardly fair 
that we should be mot at the outset by a 
snap judgement which practically menus 
“heads I win; tails you lose.” 

| It seems to mo if your information is 
| official, that Newton should reply; very 
well ; if that is all the consideration we 
j are to receive, just eroot strong iron 
gates, which are required at all crossings, 
regulate tlio speed of all express trains 
through the city so that they shall bo 
entirely safe, aud we will try aud worry 
along as we are, without any change for 
the present. 

There seems to be a strange misappre- 
hension iu the minds of some persons iu 
regard to the grades of tho railroad 
through the city us connected with drain- 
age. Some have supposed that, in case 
tlio tracks should be depressed, the water 
would be a great plague; that “pumpiug 
plants” would have to be sustained to 
get rid ot it. All this is a delusion. 
Water will run down hill. The grade of 
the railroad gradually rises between 
Faueuil ami West Newton, so that the 
last named place is over thirty feot above 
Faueuil, a grade quite sufficient for per- 
fect drainage. Besides this, there are at 
least two poiuts where side drainage can 
be bad at slight expense if wanted, aud 
without any “pumping.” 

Some of the objections to a depressed 
track stem to be quite feeble. "Passen- 
gers could not see to read.” There are 
iu Now England perhaps fifty cuttings 
where the walls of rock upon each side 
area great deal tnoie than twelve feet 
perpendicular and often for single track 
only. J have never yet passed through 
one where it was too dark to read with 
comfort. Passengers to Bostou daily 
pass under Washington St. in that city 
where, for a loug distance, the walls are 
auywbcre from fifteen to fifty feet on 


oncli sido. Thorn hns boon no complaint. 
Although tlio track there is below tide 
water for a long distance, yet it is dry 
and clean, nnd not at all "filled with coal 
gas” nnd otlior horrors. As to a de- 
pressed track being a trap for animals 
and men to fall Into, what a pity that it 
could not be fenced. 

But these arc wlmt may be called fanci- 
ful objections. In my view in* greater 
mistake could possibly be made than to 
allow a huge bank of earth or stone to bo 
laid directly through four of our princi- 
pal villages, tonding to divide the inhabi- 
tants into two communities, ns it. were, 
nnd disfiguring the sheets for genera- 
tions to come, when tlieie is no necessity 
for such a blot. 

Tho citizens at large should have some 
voice in this matter. It will not be wise 
to leave the decision with a few persons, 
however well disposed. We do not know 
what influence may be brought to benr. 
In my judgment this is the moRt im- 
portant quest ion which will be laid be- 
fore our city for fifty years to come, nnd 
I hope tio mistake will he made, because, 
ns one ot vour conespondents well puts 
it, there will never be any remedy. * 


A City Nuisance.

A Typical Illustration. 

Five of tho potteries of Trenton, N. .T. 
— the Empire, Enterprise, Delaware, 
Equitable and Crescont— potteries which 
manufacture quite three quarters of all 
of the sanitary plumbing ware made in 
the United States, have recently formed 
a combination known as the Trenton 
rotterios Company, and have plnced $1, 
250,000 of their preferred, and $750,000 of 
their common stock upon the market for 
subscription, tho past owners of tho five 
pottories retaining $1,000,000 of common 
stock, thus making the aggregate capital 
$0,000 000. Combinations of this kind, 
says the Boston Herald, are not so in- 
frequent as to occasion surprise, aud in 
ordinary busiuoss enterprises are subjects 
which chiefly conoorn thosa directly 
interested in them. That is, if two or 
three business concerns believe that they 
can work to bettor apvantago by uniting 
their operations, if they do not by so do- 
ing restrict trade, thus forming an illegal 
conspiracy, their action is one which con- 
cerns themselves rather than others. But 
those potteries occupy a peculiar, and, in 
certain senses, a public position. They 
are not merely tho enterprises of Smithy 
Brown and Robinson, and other nameless 
individuals, but are industries which the 
United States government has been 
called upon to take uuder its paternal 
care, to insure that they may be protect- 
ed from outside competition, and in 
order that those engaged in them may bo 
assured an ample return upou the money 
invested. They thus occupy a quasi 
public position, and their proceedings 
can bo commented upou with a freedom 
that would be unwarrantable if they were 
not direct pensioners, by act of Congress, 
upon tho bonnty of the Americau people. 

The McKinlev law has given to those 
potteries assistance by a tax upon the 
wares of foreign competitors of from 55 
to 00 per cent ad valorem. The admini- 
strative section of the McKinley law has 
increased this tax by from 10 to 20 per 
cent ad valorem, by exacting a duty on 
the cost of packages and by refusing to 
make allowances for damaged importa- 
tions. That is, on a moderate calculation 
the average protection that the McKinley 
law has given to these Trenton potteries 
is 70 per cent. The duties under the law 
of 1SS3 have been considerably iucreasod 
on those wares, because it has been held 
that they were insufficient. But in a 

n ect us issued by the bankers engaged 
aciug those new shares, the five 
companies make what is termed “the 
vender statement.” By this it appears 
that those corporations had, a few weeks 
ago, when an inventory was made, real 
estate, buildings, machinery, merchan- 
dise, stores and mauufacturod goods to 
the value of $1,390,000. This property 
forms tho basis for the issue of 61,250, 
000 of preferred stock and $1,750,000 of 
common stock. It may be said that this 
valuation is a small one upon which to 
rest so large a stock issue; but the vend- 
ers state that all of their books have been 
examined by Messrs. Barrow, Wade, 
Guthrie & Co., chartered accountauts, 
who find that for the past throe years, 
that is, tho years ’89, ’90 aud ’91, the 
average uet profits have been $314,573.34 
per annum, aud that for the last of these 
years, namely, 1891, the net profits were 
$401,000. 

To translate the statement which these 
pottery gentlemen make to those whom 
tliey are desirous of selling an iuterest in 
their potteries; during the two years 
before the McKinley law went into effect, 
and while tho Trenton potters wore 
clamoring at Washington for more 
government assistance to save them from 
bankruptcy, they were making a net 
profit of 20 per cent per annum upon tho 
valuation of their entire plant. After 
the McKinley law went into effect these 
profits were increased to 29 per cent, aud 
this extraordinary bonus, granted by au 
indulgent people, is now made use of as 
a means of giving to the $1,390,000 of 
property, and $1,010,000 of water, an ag- 
gregate dividond-puyiug value of $3,000, 
000 . 

We call attention to this little deal, for 
the reason that when later on the subject 
comes up of revising tho rates of duty 
upon earthenware, we have not the least 
doubt that the representatives of tho 
Trenton Potteries Company, incorporat- 
ed under the laws of New Jersey, will 
appear before the ways aud means com- 
mittee and affirm that if any reduction is 
made in the existing rates of duty, it will 
be utterly ina possible for them to profit- 
ably carry on their business. They will 
point out that th^y have paid only 8por 
cent cumulative dividend upon their pre- 
ferred stock, and that their common 
stockholders have received no more on 
the average than 12 or 15 per cent, and 
hat it would be manifestly unjust to 
orce them to compete with rivals in 
other countries, and thus lower the rate 
of a not unreasonable dividend, if, in- 
deed, anything more could be done than 
to pay dividends upou tho preferred 
stock. By that time it will, perhaps, 
have been forgotten that, judging by the 
ordinary vender’s valuations, quite two- 
thirds of the capital of this corporation 
is fictitious, and it may be looked upon 
as an instance of hardship to deprive 
worthy gentlemen of the government 
bounty they are now receiving, which, 
uuder the conditions as then presented, 
may uot seem excessive. 

This is a typical illustration. Wo do 
not mean that tho proprietors of all pro- 
tected industries could or would make au 
official statement like the foregoing; but, 
wo dare say that with many of them the 
presentation, so far as money making 
qualities are concerned— qualities which 
the poor people of this couutry are 
axeu to maintain— would be even more 
flattering than that which wo have here 
given.

SEEKING INFORMATION. 

Tho mayor and four aldermen started 
Thursday morning on a three days 
trip to inspect the work done in 
separating grades in several cities. Their 
first stop is in Worcester, where they 
are met by the Worcester city engineer 
and they spend about three hours in in- 
specting the recent work. They then go 
to Springfield and after two hours or so, 
they go to Hartford where the tracks 
have recently been raised. They will be 
met in each city by the city engineers, 
and carriages will be ready to take them 
to the different bridges. They then re- 
turn to Springfield, and take the 
night express to Rochester, N. Y., 
arriving there Friday morning. The 
New York Central railroad used to 
run at grade through that city, but has 
recently been raised up, so that all tho 
streets go under the tracks, and the work 
was one of great expense and consider- 
able difficulty, and is worth a careful 
study. After a day here, they take a 
night express to New York, and Satur- 
day will inspect the sunken tracks and 
tunnels through Harlem and New York 
city, and in the afternoon they take a 
flying trip to Philadelphia to study the 
elevated system of that city. They 
will be joined in New York by Aldermeu 
Hyde, Sheppard and Sprague. Saturday 
evening they return to New York and 
take the midnight train for home. 

i^ople with an imaginative term of 
mind might call this trip a junket, but 
to the ordinary reader it will appear to 
be three days of the hardest possible 
kjud of work, taken at a very uncom- 
fortable time of the year for travelling, 
and very few would envy the party. 

They certainly ought to obtaiu a good 
deal of valuable information in regard to 
elevated railroads, aud their practica 
workings, aud they will have a chance to 
find out how the people in the different 
cities regard these structures, and 
whether the objections urged against 
them prove to have any real foundation 
or not. 

It certainly shows that the mayor an d 
aldermen are desirous of doing the best 
thing for the interest of the city, when 
they are willing to give up their time to 
such a laborious trip, and the citizens 
can evidently rest assured that the board 
does not intend to take any hasty or ill- 
considered action in the matter. The 
board has all along stood r« ady to listen 
to any advice, whether theoretical, 
practical or speculative, and desire to 
wait before making up tbeir minds until 
they have secured the fullest possible in- 
formation, which is all that could be 
asked of them. 


THE RAILROAD HEARING. 


The hearing on the question of elevat- 
ing the railroad tracks, Monday evening, 
w as fairly well attended, but was rather 
barren of results, few of the speakers 
having any practical advice to give. If 
that was all the opponents to elevatiug 
the tracks that could be mustered, evi- 
dently the opposition is not very serious. 
Some of the speakers were so conserva- 
tive as to oppose any change being made, 
reasoning that as we had lived so long 
w ith grade crossings, we could rexson- 
ably expect to live out our allotted term 
without the fuss that the change would 
involve. 

Mr. II. F. King was the chief speaker 
and he was evidently chiefly actuated bv 
a desire to have stone arched bridges, of 
a suitable height above the street, aud he 
did not object to auy elevation of the 
tracks. One excellent point he mude 
was that as the Boston A Albany secured 
t heir large gift of new s ock by pleading 
that they needed four mi lions to separ- 
ate the grades in Newton, we need not 
be deterred front asking for any thing 
we want by the fear of its cost to the 
road. 

There was a good deal of curiosity as 
to the identity of the land owner in West 
Newton who thought land was worth 
$1.50 a foot, aud as to where such valu- 
able laud was located. His action is 
said to have been the cause of the road’s 
abandoning their idea of straigtlienlug 
the curves on the road, aud its disin- 
clination to pay such a price is not sur- 
prising. 

Some of the other speakers presented 
more or less curious plans for the sepa- 
ration of grades, which will be found in 
the regular report of the proceedings. 

ttoMKJtvu.j.K’b centennial gave an op- 
portunity to the Somerville Journal to 
do some very creditable work. Its 
souvenir was a very artistic piece of 
work, but the Journal illustrations, 


printed tho morning after the celebra- 
tion, would have done credit to any of 
the Bouton d rilies. The Journal evi- 
dently deserves its claim of standing at 
the bend of the suburban weeklies. 


Tine Carswell plan for another boule- 
vard through Newton, which is repub- 
lished from the Boston Sunday Herald, 
is an old plan revived and these schemes 
show how much unoccupied land thore 
is yet in Newton, which only needs to be 
opened up to bo desirable building sites. 

Ir is now acting Mayor RolTe, in tho 
absence of Mayor Hibbard and Alderman 
Harbaoh.

our Thomas (v. Edison. If Europeans 
grumble at our lack of castles, we show 
that the medievol ruins of the old world 
are very inadequately supplied with gas 
and hot water and eloctrical devices. 

Older fashioned people first utilize wealth 
by buying books or pictures or land or 
horses or old port, according to their va- 
rious tastes: an American is apt to signa- 
lize a good 1 financial year by having “all 
the modern improvements” put into his 
house. Lifo is linrdlv thought to be 
worth living if ono has to run do an 
stairs for a jug of hot water and the high- 
est felicity cannot be obtaiued until the 
house is iairlv riddlod with a network of 
electric wires. A distinct rise in social 
life is made when the mistress can have 
an electric bell that rings with the noise* 
loss pressure of a spring under the dinner 
table. Those who have hud electricity 
put in look with scorn uuon the vulgar 
parvenus whose door-befls riug with a 
crank. 

Yet is there after all such unalloyed 
bliss, even from a physical point of view, 
in these new-fangled Yankee notions? 

Even in door-bells the modern improve- 
ments bring with them their own traiu of 
ills. Specially obnoxious is the bell that 
rings in tho far interior without giving 
the ghost of a tinkle at the door. It is 
depressing to find after you have been 
raising a stone bruiso on your thumb for 
the past half hour, that tho battery is out 
of order and that you might as well have 
been pushing against a nail in tho side of 
the bouse. Still more embarrassing is it 
when warned by this experience, you 
give a vigorous little push of five minutos 
or so to start with, aud discover just as 
you are about to give up, that you have 
been distracting all tho inmates of the 
house while the tardy maid was making 
her appear ;nce. Door-bell makers, too, 
have a pleasant custom of skilfully con- 
cealing tho button iu the carving of the 
door frame, so that a caller who is mis- 
guided enough to .come at night without 
matches has to use a great deal of sulphu- 
rous language to help biro iu iindiug it. 

Even worso than the electrical bell, how- 
ever, are the complicated mechanical de- 
vices of wires. After ono has ripped two 
or three yards of copper wire out of the 
house iu a vain attempt to make the 
thing go oil, he is likely to sigh for the 
good old days when it was the custom to 
stand at the gate and “halloa the house,” 
so that the dogs could be called off. It 
is doubtless in recoguitiou of this imper- 
fectness iu modern science that stylish 
and costly houses now supplement the 
electric bell with a large and ornate !Sth 
century knocker, huug to the door like 
the ax and saw iu railway carriages — “to 
be used only in case of accident.” 

Or take the telephone. Is the conveni- 
ence of being able to order meat for din- 
ner without going dowu town a sufficient 

compensation for the liability of being i-reliminaiues.

on all sorts of foolish anti impertinent 
matters? Butlers can scrutinize visitors 
at their leisure and sort out the sheep 
from the goats and book agents, but 
whore, oh, where, is the butler who cau 
detect the undesirable person in the ring 
of the telephone bell? Often in the dead 
of night, when respectable people are in 
bed, the shrill titter of the bell wakes 
one out of the sleep of the righteous. The 
first thought is to cut the wire; the 
second that the message must be a very 
important one. “Hullo!” Hullo!” 

(sleepily) “Is this Mr. Smith?” “No, 

John Brown,” “Oh, I must have trot the 
wrong number. Good night.” Up to a 
certain point Lh has its humorous as- 
pects; beyond that it takes strong powers 
of self-restraint to keep from shocking 
“central” with minor prophecies in re 
gard to the future states. What is need- 
ed is some sort of electiic police, some 
sufiiceut social guardian at the central 
stutiou put under heavy bondsand sworu 
to connect only those mutually agreeable. 

Of course a peison capable of performing 
such delicate duties would need a very 
large salary, but he is really a necessity 
now that we have unlocked our back 
doors to the public, who we ask to send 
in their cards when they call in the flesh 
aud not as a vox pretereo nihil. At pre- 
sent all that an enemy has to do is to in- 
sert a notice in the paper. “Boy wanted, 
telephone 10,407, 10 to 11 p. m /’ and his 
revenge is hideous and complete. 

Then take the case of the “folding- 
bed,” which is looked upon with scorn iu 
the upper circles where they have two 
spare bedrooms, aud eat pie every day, 
but which is regarded as tho crowning 
triumph of civilization iu households 
where a bedroom lias to masquerade as a 
parlor, aud each piece of furniture d »es 
double service. This is doubtless a great 
convenient e, but is it worth the risk of 
being shut up like a jack-knife iu the 
collapsing satcophagus, a tiling which 
happens every week in the year? Punch 
receutlyhid a sketch of a combination 
throne and folding bed that an enthusi- 
astic Arouiican had designed for Queen 
Victoria, but it is easy to see that royalty 
would never lake kindly to such new- 
fangled notions. It would never do to 
have the head of the nation iu danger of 
being extinguished iu so summary a 
manner.

Electric burglar alarms bring 
some sleep to the anxious householder, 
aud yet every oue knows that the burg- 
lar always takes them with him when he 
goes, it gives one a business-like feel- 
ing to have a district messenger-boy call 
at hand, but it is an ascertained fact that 
messenger boys grow several inches be- 
tween tlie time of starting aud aiming. 

?5 tea m ladiulors heat quickly unless they 
have burst when they do not heat at all, 
but is the gain in convenience enough to 
compensate for the jarring as of 10,000 
earthquakes when it sturts iu the morn- 
ing? The ideal radiator is doubtless 
belter trained, but the general public do 
not have ideal* radiators. Then as to

NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 

TI1K OAK HILL SCHOOL TO CLOSE AND | 
T11E CLAFL1H LAND WANTED. 

Tho mayor prosified at. tho mooting of* 
that august body, tho school committee, 
Wednesday* evening, Messrs. Halo, Put- j 
noy, Harwood and Hornbrooke bolng ab- I 
sent. 

Tho report of Superintendent Aldricb { 
was read by tho seorotarv, the report 
rocommending tho closing of tho Oik 
Hill school, and that the scholars now 
attending t.horo ho transported at tho 
city's expense to tho Franklin school. It 
was desirous to make the change hoforo 
September first so as not to bavo to opon 
tho school in the fall. New textbooks 
wore also recommended. 

The roport was accopted and placed on 
fllo. 

Mr. Ober moved that tho chair appoint 
a special committee of throe to attend to 
the changes proposed in the report, rela- 
tive to tho Oak Hill school, aud tho 
mayor appointed Messrs. Travis, Har- 
wood and Lawrence. 

Tlio text books recommended in tho 
report were referrod to the proper com- 
mittee for dejision. 

Mr. Boydeu hero moved for a five 
miuute recess to allow tho text book 
committee to confer, but Mr. Lawrence 
said only ono member of tho committee 
was present, although the order was al- 
ready prepared with the approval of the 
members of tlio committoe, but no 
formal meeting had beeu hold. 

Tho mayor saw no reason why tho 
ordor should not be passod if the com- 
mittee all approved. 

The order was passed authorizing tho 
purchnse of Metcalf s Language Exer- 
cises, Hyde’s Practical Lessons in the 
Use of English, South worth & Goddard’s 
First Lessons iu Language, G. Ciomout’s 
Composition and Grammar. Also the 
books of the Normal Music Course for 
use in the schools. 

Mr. Lawrence offered au ordor requir- 
ing the teaching of technical grammar in 
the seventh, eighth aud ninth grades, 
also an order that tho study of Gorman 
at the High school bo commenced during 
tho second instead of tho third year, both 
being adopted. 

Mr. Bond submitted the treasurer’s re- 
port for the month, and offered an 
order appropriating $18,863.77 for ex- 
penses of the current mouth. 

Mr. Ober submitted a communication 
from Chas. Ward Post 02, G. A. It., offer- 
ing their aid in the celebration of color 
day, Oct. 12. 

Mr. Ober moved for a committee of 
three for this matter, the mayor appoint- 
ing Messrs. Ober, Drew and Hoyden. 

Mr. Ober offerod an order advising tho 
purchase of lots 1 to 0 of the Clafliu 
land ndjoining the High school for 
school purposes, and asking an appropri- 
ation from the city council, the order 
being ameuded by Mr. Drow to road that 
tho matter be referred to a special com- 
mittee of three to favor its purchase if 
the city government feel financially able 
so to do. 

Messrs.Lawrence, Bond and Ober were 
appointed. 

The board then adjourned.

FOR ELEVEN HUNDRED YEARS IRE- 
LAND HAS HONORED ONE MAN. 

The Memory of St. 1’ulrlcb tins Horn 
(Utoi-lslitMl liy Irishmen anil Thrlr !>«*- 
scemlnnt* wltli s Consistency Tlmt tins 
Itrtei Unswerving Through Many Yours. 

America, bo far as wo know’, has no 
patron saint. Columbus was never can- 
onized, and George Washington lived 
too lato for such honors. But she has 
compensation for this lack in the num- 
ber of saints brought with her settlers. 
St. Nicholas, St. David, St. Andrew, St. 
George and we know not how many 
more have become dominciled, each 
bringing his quota of history, legend, 
poetry, song and genial association, but 
tlioy are incidental— thrown in with the 
bargain, as it w’ere — and our republic 
has no one patron saint. 

We would not willingly say a depre- 
ciatoi y word of those distinguished per- 
sonages whom wo mentioned, but simple, 
modest, historic truth compels us to say 
that no one of them is inoro than a “cir- 
cumstance” on American soil to him 
whose anniversary day, crisp, breezy 
and bracing, calls out the long proces- 
sion, the harp-decorated green flag and 
the indestructible shamrock which re- 
appears in fresh verdure every year. 
For something liko 1,100 years the 17tli 
of March has been observed as St. Pat- 
rick’s Day. 

And yet it is curious how entirely this 
eminent saint has been overlooked in 
naming places. You have saints all 
through the alphabet, from St. Albans 
to St. Vincent, but no St. Patrick. The 
Scotch have got in their St. Andrew’, in 
the cold north, to be sure, as was fit. 
Tho Antlionys, Augustines, Bernards, 
Charleses, Christophers, Clairs, Francis- 
es, Johns, Josephs (run into Joes pro- 
fanely), Lawrences, Louises, Marys, 
Pauls, Peters and all tho rest have their 
names linked with towns, parishes or 
streams, but there is not a notable St. 
Patrick’s anywhere. This can only bo 
explained by the modesty of those who 
hold him in regard, and it is a wrong 
that ought to bo redressed. 

It is to be lamented that so much of 
the poetry, song and drollery of a lively, 
mirthful, mercurial and imaginative 
people have gathered around this name 
that the historical character is lost sight 
of, and there stands up to the popular 
eye a legendary figure, exorcising the 
snakes and displaying the shamrock. 
Nothing can bo further from the reality 
than this picture. A great amount of 
real scholarship has been expended on 
the investigation of St. Patrick’s his- 
tory, and w’hile differences of opinion 
exist as to dekails, St. Patrick, unlike 
St. George, of England, is recognized by 
all as a true man with a definite record 
and a solid claim to the veneration of 
the good. 

According to history, Patrick was a 
farmer’s son, either on the coast of 
France or of Scotland, most of the early 
church authorities representing him as 
being born about 410, in the neighbor- 
hood of what is now Boulogne. His 
original name was Succath, w’liich the 
early writers of the Irish Christian 
church stated meant “brave in heart,” 
and tho Latin name Patricius was later 
given to him. 

At sixteen he w*as carried captive into 
Ireland and wras in slavery for six years. 
While serving as a herder in compara- 
tive loneliness in woods and wilds the 
Christian truth of his early days came 
to his mind. He prayed, meditated, be- 
lieved; and when liberated returned to 
his home what would now be called a 
converted, actively religious man. He re- 
membered writh pity the heathen umong 
whom he lived, and returned to them as 
a Christian teacher. That is supposed 
to have been about tho year 432. He 
preached the Gospel writh singular elo- 
quence and such extraordinary effect 
that he established Christianity so 
strongly in Ireland that it could not bo 
overthrown. Ho baptized the kings of 
Dublin and Munster and tho sons of tho 
king of Connaught. He also established 
numerous monasteries. 

St. Bernard testifies that St. Patrick 
fixed his metropolitan sea at Armagh. 
Ho dovoted much attention to the sup- 
pression of slavery, one of tho conse- 
quences of the piratical expeditions of 
the ago. Ho died in Down, Ulster, on 
March 17, of either tho year 493 or 495. 
Hero are his own words rendered into 
English from tho stiff Latin, tinged with 
Celtic, in which his “Confessions" are 
written: 

“I am greatly a debtor to God, w’ho 
has bestowed his grace so largely 
upon me, tlmt multitudes should be 
born ugain to God through me, and that 
of these, clergy should bo everywhere 
ordained for a people lately coming to 
the fuith, whom tho Lord took from tho 
extremities of tho eurtli. Tho Irish, 
who never hud tho knowledge of 
God, and hitherto worshiped only idols 
and unclean things, have lately become 
the people of tho Lord, and aro called 
the sous of God." 

The “Confessions” tho shortest, the 
genuine w’ork, without later interpola- 
tions— is in tho “Book of Armagh," one 
of tho richest literary treasures of tho 
Irish libraries.— Daniel D. Bidw’ell iu 
Now York Ledger.
